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PRESIDENT'S REPORT. 



To the Board of Public Education 

of the First School District of Pennsyhama : — 

In presenting to the Board the customary annual report 
required by law, I shall avail myself of the opportunity of 
making some prefatory remarks for the purpose* of giving 
a brief recapitulation of the most important educational 
advances that have been made by the Board, solely at the 
suggestion and through the agency of its individual mem- 
bers, during the last twelve or fourteen years. 

If, as was said in a recent editorial in the " Educational 
Review," the changes that the last five years have wrought 
in the public schools of this city are " marvelous," how 
striking and impressive must be a comparison of our pres- 
ent educational status with that of the year 1882. The 
constant progress we have made during all these years — a 
progress that is due to the united efforts of the Board, its 
school superintendent, and the teachers — cannot be more 
clearly shown than by the presentation of a brief sum- 
mary of such changes and improvements as had their 
origin in the wisdom and zeal of members of this Board. 
My sole purpose in making such a statement is to stimu- 
late continued effort on the part of the Board to do every- 
thing that will improve the condition of our schools and 
advance the interests of public education. 

I shall not attempt to do more than merely name 
these measures, irrespective of the order either of their 
adoption or their relative importance. 
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They are : — 

The establishment of Manual Training Schools. 

The introduction of sewing as a regular study in all 
the schools for girls. 

The establishment of Kindergartens. 

The adoption of Supervising Principalships. 

The establishment of the School of Industrial Art. 

The establishment of schools in which pupils of the 
Girls' Grammar Schools are taught cookery. 

The establishment of a new Normal School for girls, 
and of a separate High School for girls : the latter having: 
distinct General, Classical and Commercial Courses of 
study. 

The adoption of a higher standard of qualification for 
teachers in the public Kindergartens. 

HIGHER STANDARDS OF QUALIFICATION FOR TEACHERS. 

The change last mentioned leads me to suggest, for 
the consideration of the Board, the propriety of making 
such an alteration in the By-Law governing the qualifica- 
tion of teachers as will hereafter exclude from admission to 
the ranks of those who shall be eligible all i)er8ons who have 
not had at least a High School education or its equivalent. 
The great mass of young women who enter the teaching 
profession here come from the Normal School, to which 
they are admitted after graduation from the High School. 
In the latter school they have, for three (hereafter to be 
four) years, taken a course of study which gives them a 
reasonably generous and liberal education, and which fully 
qualifies them to enter upon the pedagogic instruction 
they are to receive for two years at the Normal School. 
Upon the completion of their course at the Normal School 
they are, if successful in meeting the tests there applied, 
competent in point of general and special knowledge to 
take their places as teachers in the schools. A different 
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rule and a lower educatiouul standard applies in the ease 
of those persons who seek certificates of qualification 
through the medium of the public examinations conducted 
by the Superintendent. Here — except in the case of 
applicants for certificates qualifying them to teach in 
the public Kindergartens — there is not only no require- 
ment in regard to the extent or character of the general 
education of the applicant, but the examination itself may 
be passed by one whose education is not at all equal to that 
of the Normal School graduates. The same disparity in 
education may readily exist between the young men who 
obtain the Collegiate Certificate in the School of Pedagogy 
at the Central High School and those who attend the 
public examinations. I am strongly of opinion that the 
Board should, at an early day, raise its general standard of 
qualification so far as to permit none but those who are 
graduates of Colleges or High Schools, or who have had 
an equivalent education, to present themselves at these 
examinations. 

If it be said, in opposition to the adoption of this 
higher standard, that it may bear heavily upon some 
deserving persons who wish to become teachers, the 
answer is that the primary and chief duty of the Board is 
to do that which will most benefit the children in our 
schools : and surely it will not be seriously contended that 
a teacher who has received a scanty general education can 
fill her post as acceptably as one who has been liberally 
educated. 

It may be well to add in this connection that, even if 
the Board should adopt the views I have submitted, its 
standard of qualification would still be lower than that 
prescribed by the Statutes of the State of New York; 
where all persons who shall be licensed to teach in any 
primary or grammar grade in the public schools of the 
cities, after January, 1, 1897, are required to be graduates 
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both of a Iligli School and a Training School for teachers, 
or of institutions of equal or higher rank. 

THE HIGHER SCHOOLS. 

It is gratifying to learn from the reports of the Presi- 
dents or Principals of the higher schools that all of them 
are in a prosperous and satisfactory condition, in spite of 
the fact that some of them are carrying on their work under 
very disadvantageous circumstances. This is notably the 
case with the Central High School and the Central Manual 
Training School ; in both of which it has become necesscnry, 
in order to provide for the increased number of pupils who 
have been admitted, to obtain accommodations for parts of 
the schools in other buildings. Such separation of the 
pupils must be a serious interference with the orderly and 
methodical conduct of any school. It is not only an annoy- 
ance to both teachers and pupils, but it involves a loss of 
time and, as the Principal of the Central Manual Training 
School remarks, " destroys the unity of school life." 
Happily the Central High School will, within a year at 
the furthest, be in possession of its very commodious new 
building. The two schools, then, which most need larger 
and better accommodations are the Central Manual Train- 
ing School and the Commercial Department of the Girls* 
High School. Neither of them now has a building that is 
at all suitable either in construction or adaptation to the 
particular use, or that even approaches adequacy in size. 
It is much to be regretted that such useful and important 
schools should not receive the consideration they well 
deserve. 

The addition of a year to the General Course at the 
Girls' High School was a wise measure. The studies 
embraced in the course were necessarily numerous and 
could not be satisfactorily completed in three years. Their 
distribution over a period of four years not only ensures a 
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larger and more accurate knowledge of them, but gives 
the Committee an opportunity to arrange a curriculum 
which shall require instruction in a comparatively small 
number of subjects at any one time. Such concentration 
of attention upon a few studies which are to be completed 
before others are taken up is clearly more rational and 
more likely to be beneficial to the pupils than the contem- 
poraneous pursuit of a rtmch larger number of studies. 
These changes cannot fail better to qualify the graduates of 
the school tor admission to the ^formal School, and will 
be a distinct gain and help to them in pursuing the work 
of that school. 

» 

SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 

While the city may justly take pride in the possession 
of a large number of school buildings that are in all 
respects models, and that meet every requirement in point 
of convenience, adaptation and sanitation, it continues to 
bear the just reproach of placing thousands of children in 
buildings that are not only unsanitary, but in other 
respects unfit for educational use. A great part of the 
buildings coming within the latter category are those 
which the Board has been compelled to rent for the accom- 
modation of the children who would otherwise be debarred 
from receiving the education to which all are entitled. 

How long this deplorable condition is to exist appears 
very uncertain. The Councils of our city are fully 
informed on the subject, and admit" the great need of the 
Board for a large sum of money, running into millions, 
either to provide new buildings to keep pace with the 
growth of population or to replace such as are unfit for 
occupancy; but the financial problem stands ever in the 
way of the realization of our hopes. 

The comparatively small appropriations that Councils 
are able to make, from time to time, for the purchase of 
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ground and the erection of new buildings, do little beyond 
making provision for the constant accessions to the ranks 
of our school population. And so the Board is forced to 
continue, year after year, in the occupancy of buildings 
that it would not use for a single day except under the 
stress of absolute necessity. Fortunately for us, the situ- 
ation is well understood by the public, and we are freed 
from the criticism to which we would be subject if we 
were in any sense responsible for such existing conditions. 
In fairness to the members of our City Councils, I 
should not omit to add that they, as much as we, regret 
our unfortunate situation, and that they are most anxious 
to do anything that will bring relief. If the decision of 
the Supreme Court shall sustain the legality of the pro- 
posed new loan, we shall receive a sum of money that will 
enable us to add largely to the number of superior school 
buildings, but that will still be far, very far, from adequate 
to our necessities. 

COMPULSORY EDUCATION. 

For reasons that were absolutely conclusive, the Board 
was unable to take any active steps in enforcing the pro- 
visions of the Compulsory Education Act during the year 
1896. The obstacle that then lay at the very threshold 
was the utter inability of the Board to obtain the data 
needed to show which of the children named in the lists 
furnished us were amenable to the provisions of the law. 
This obstacle will, in all probability, be entirely removed 
by the information which is likely to come to the Board 
through the medium of the division assessors, after those 
officials shall have made the registration of voters in the 
month of May proximo. The County Commissioners, under 
whose direction the blanks to be used at this registration 
are prepared, express their entire willingness to print that 
part of the blank which is to supply the facta in relation 
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to the names, residence, etc., of children between the ages 
of eight and thirteen years who are not attending any 
school, in such form as the Board may desire. All that 
the Board need do, therefore, in this particular, is to frame 
the questions that are to be answered. 

But, after this information shall have been secured, 
we must be prepared to face many practical difficulties 
that will stand in the way of an enforcement of the law. 

Manifestly one of these difficulties may be found in 
the fact that, in many portions of the citj', our school 
accommodations are inadequate to supply the needs of the 
children who are anxious to become pupils. If, therefore, 
any considerable part of the children who are to be sub- 
jected to compulsory attendance at school should chance 
to reside in such localities, accommodation for them can 
be provided only by renting additional buildings, if such 
can be had and if there be money for the purpose. 

Another difficulty may arise from that provision of 
the Act which, unfortunately, gives the parent or guardian 
the right to designate the particular school to which the 
child shall be sent. It will readily appear how easy it may 
be for an unwilling parent to exercise this right so as to 
defeat the purpose of the law, by naming a school that is 
already filled to the limit of its capacity. This portion of 
the law should be changed, so far at least as relates to 
cities of the first class, at the present session of the Legis- 
lature. 

A third practical difficulty lies in the fact that while 
there is not, and probably could not be, a compulsory vac- 
cination law, there is a law which excludes children who 
have not been successfully vaccinated from attending school. 
So far, therefore, as concerns children who come within the 
provisions of the Compulsory Education Act, but who have 
not been and who refuse to be vaccinated, the Board will 
be powerless to act. It could not receive them as pupils 
even if they came voluntarily. 
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To what extent these difficulties have presented them- 
selves elsewhere in the State, and how far they have ope- 
rated to render the law partly a dead letter, I am not 
informed. The very competent Committee having charge 
of this subject will, I am sure, do everything in its power 
to meet the requirements of the law as fully as possible. 
Appreciating, however, the difficulty of the task that has 
been assigned to it, I feel that even its most earnest effiarts 
may fail to produce satisfactory results. 

INCREASE OF SCHOLARwSHIPS. 

The number of scholarships owned by the city in the 
University of Pennsylvania is insufficient to meet existing 
wants. At each graduation of classes at the Central High 
School and the Manual Training Schools, many deserving 
pupils, with distinguished records, are applicants for 
scholarships which cannot be given them on account of 
the very limited number at the disposal of the Board. As 
a rule not more than a dozen can be distributed annuallv 
among all the graduates of those schools. The Normal 
School receives a single annual scholarship in the Depart- 
ment of Biology of the University. Through the gener- 
osity of the trustees of Bryn Mawr College two annual 
scholarships will be given to graduates of tlie Classical. 
Course of the Girls' High School; and an additional 
scholarship there is the gift of the Alumnae Association of 
the school. There is also an annual scholarship for a boy, 
and one for a girl, created by the philanthropic provisions 
of the wnll of the late Simon Muhr. 

While I recognize the fact that, in some quarters, 
there is a feeling that no education beyond that of the 
High School should be given at the public expense, I am 
unwilling to believe that this viewMs held to any consider- 
able extent by the more intelligent and better educated 
part of our people. It seems a hardship, amounting 
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almost to a wrong, to deny a boy or girl who has finished 
the High School course and who hungers and thirsts for a 
8till higher education, the opportunity of obtaining it. 
Nor should we forget that, by withholding this opportu- 
nity, the public interests may, in the end, be the losers. 
If, for example, graduates of the Normal School should 
wish — as many of them do — to take a full collegiate 
course before commencing their work as teachers in the 
schools, would not the higher education they will thus 
receive enure to the ultimate benefit of the schools ? 

A comparatively small annual appropriation by Coun- 
cils will, T believe, enable the Board to make such arrange- 
ments with the authorities of the University and of Bryn 
Mawr College as will substantially ensure a collegiate 
education to all graduates of our higher schools who are 
anxious to obtain it. I am advised that the trustees of 
these institutions, for the purpose of aiding the Board in 
advancing higher education, stand prepared to suppi}' us 
with such number of scholarships as we shall need, upon 
terms that are most liberal ; and I have reason to believe 
that an annual expenditure of ten thousand dollars will 
enable us, each year, to award twenty-five additional 
scholarships for a full collegiate course, or, in other words, 
to provide such education for a hundred students at any 
one time — a number not likely to be exceeded. In case 
of a reduction in the number of scholarships, for any rea- 
son whatever, there should of course be a corresponding 
reduction in the amount to be paid. 

If, then, such a plan should commend itself to the 
Board, and an understanding, such as I have outlined, 
should be arrived at by the Board and the authorities of 
the University and of Bryn Mawr, we should recjuire, for 
the first year, an appropriation of $2,500 only, with an 
annual increase of $2,500 during each of the three succeed- 
ing years, when the limit of $10,000 will have been reached. 
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teachers' annuity and aid association. 

The objects of this Association are so praiseworthy^ 
and appeal so strongly to our sympathies, that all of u& 
must, I am sure, feel a deep interest in its success. 

The original scheme of the Association was based 
upon hopes and expectations that have not been realized ; 
and some of its more liberal features must certainly be 
largely changed in the near future unless new sources of 
support, that can be depended upon as reasonably constant 
and assured, can be found. 

The legal and financial difficulties standing in the 
way of securing, from the public treasury, a fund for the 
payment of suitable annuities to teachers who, after many 
years of service, shall be compelled on account of advanced 
age or physical disability to retire from active work in the- 
school room, make it necessary to look in other directions 
for the means needed to maintain the Association. The- 
unsatisfactory condition of its treasury is due more to the 
comparatively small membership of the Association thani 
to the fact that the number of annuitants is greater than* 
was expected. 

If all the teachers of the City were members, payings 
annual dues graded according to their period of service,, 
the receipts would probably suffice to ensure the payment 
of a moderate annuity to every one who may become- 
entitled to it. 

It seems to me that the best service the Board can 
render the Association at this time, in aiding to place it 
upon a basis of assured success, would be to urge the Sec- 
tional Boards neither to elect as a teacher any person who- 
has not become a member of the Association nor to con- 
tinue such person in position after withdrawal from mem> 
bership. 

The success of the Pension funds of the Police and 
Fire departments of the City is due to the adoption of a 
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plan which, in effect, requires every member of either 
force to become a contributor to the fund and makes all of 
them participants in its benefits. A spirit of pride in 
their chosen profession, apart from that higher feeling 
which moves the heart, should prompt all teachers to give, 
with hearty acquiescence, the small annual dues they 
would be required to pay. 

If such a recommendation should receive the approval 
of the Sectional Boards, and be strictly observed by them, 
a large number of young teachers would be constantly 
added to the membership of the Association. Its income 
would thus be steadily and greatly increased, while the 
new membership would not, to any appreciable extent, be 
a further present charge. 

The plan of organization adopted by the Association 
would probably require change and readjustment to make 
it more practicable and equitable, and it would seem both 
proper and wise that the Board of Public Education should 
have a voice and some control in the business management 
of the body. 

I beg leave to make this general suggestion for the 
consideration of the Board, in the full belief that no other 
plan, now available, gives as good promise of satisfactory 
results. 



THE TEACHERS. 

It gives me pleasure to note the great advance that 
has taken place during the last five years in the work of 
the teachers. Not only is the quality of their instruction 
much superior to what it was a few years since, but they 
show a most commendable spirit of progress and, in many 
cases, an enthusiastic desire to aid in elevating and digni- 
fying th# teacher's position and in seccrring higher stand- 
ards. 
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It is not an easy matter to name all the causes that 
have, slowly and silently, been operating to rouse the great 
body of teachers to a sense of the immense contribution 
that they have the power of making to the general educa- 
tional advance. Much, of course, is due to the influence 
of the Superintendent in advising and encouraging the 
teachers to take special courses of study, connected with 
their professional, work, which shall not only stimulate 
their intellectual activities, but shall bear fruit " in putting 
new life into the work of the class rooms." 

In addition, the direct influence of the Supervising 
Principals upon the teachers under ihem must be counted 
as no small factor in the production of better results. 

Much, too, is due to the example set by a number of 
the most thoughtful and earnest Principals in the forma- 
tion of the '' Educational Club." The work of this Club, 
in considering and discussing questions which directly in- 
terest the whole body of teachers, has been so inspiriting 
that its influence could scarcely fail to reach far beyond 
the membership of the Club. 

At the Girls' High School the same spirit has shown 
itself in the establishment of a number of Club organiza- 
tions of teachers in the different departments of the school, 
holding regular meetings at which papers are read in rela- 
tion to the special subjects taught by the members of the 
Clubs and the best methods of teaching them. 

At the Normal School, a most interesting series of 
lectures has been given by members of the Faculty and 
several of the teachers in the Department of Practice, at 
weekly conferences with the parents of the children attend- 
ing the School of Practice. The object of these confer- 
ences ^vas to explain to the parents the character and pur- 
pose of the instruction given and the methods followed ; 
and, by bringing them into sympathetic relation with the 
teachers, to lead them to an intelligent appreciation of 
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their ability and duty to aid the teacher in advancing the 
moral, intellectual and physical development of the child. 
The admirable series of lectures given in 1896, followed 
by a second series during the present year, have done 
much to arouse an active interest on the part of parents in 
the work of the school. 

I must not forget to mention, in this connection, ttiat 
some of the leading members of the Educational Club 
have recently commenced the publication of a very 
creditable monthly journal, TTie Teacher^ devoted to the 
interests of public education in this city, whose columns 
are filled with interesting and valuable contributions from 
a number of our most prominent teachers. 

It is mere justice to add that the great majority of the 
teachers in our schools are earnest and capable men and 
women, who are deeply interested in their work, and who, 
as a body, are the equals of the teachers in any others of 
our chief cities. 

THE COMMITTEES OF THE BOARD. 

The business of the Board, both in the general ad- 
ministration of the schools and the expenditure of the 
moneys annually appropriated for their support, is trans- 
acted mainly through the medium of its various com- 
mittees ; each of which has some special duty or duties 
assigned to it. Those who are not familiar with the details of 
our system of school management can have but a faint 
conception of the labor and responsibility devolving upon 
some of these Committees, or of, the amount of time they 
give to the discharge of their duties. So faithfully and 
zealously do tKey endeavor to render the best service pos- 
sible, at the minimum of expense, that I should be guilty 
of an omission were I not to make this acknowledgment 
of their devotion to the trust that has been placed in their 
hands. 
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STATISTICAL STATEMENTS. 

The accompany iug statements show, in detail, the ap- 
propriations made to the Board for the support of the 
schools during the year 1896 and the expenditures of the 
year. The statistical tables give full information in regard 
to^he number of pupils in each of the grades, as well as in 
the higher schools, the average attendance, and the num- 
ber of teachers employed.

Gentlemen : — I submit herewith the annual report of 
the working, progress and condition of the Central High 
School for the year endini' December 31, 181)6: — 

The number of students in tlie school at the begin- 
ning of the year was 865 ; at its close 1,037, an increase of 
nearly 20 per cent, over last year. As the increase of 
attendance in the Freshman Class last year has been fairly 
maintained in the classes' second year, the Freshman and 
Sophomore Classes are each larger by two sections than 
heretofore. There are eight Sophomore and thirteen 
Freshman sections, each numbering 40 students, or 
nearly so. This is now regarded by all educational authori- 
ties as an excessive number for a section, especially where 
instruction of the more scientific character has to be im- 
parted. But with our limited room and our present teach- 
ing force, it is impossible for us to do better at present. 
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The teaching force has been increased during the year 
from 34 to 38, to keep up with the increase of students. 
Mr. William John Long has been made my assistant, to 
«et Mr. Harry Heston Belknap free to become assistant in 
Drawing and History; Mr. Jesse Pawling, Jr., has been 
appointed Instructor in Physics, setting Dr. Thomas M. 
liightfoot free for work in the Biological Department, 
especially in the Freshman year; Mr. John Stokes Morris 
has been appointed Instructor in Mathematics; Mr. Lewis 
Reifsneider Harley, Instructor in English and History ; 
and Mr. James Miller Hill, Instructor in Latin. 

The Department of Biology has been organized by 
the selection of Dr. Jacob Farnuni Holt as its head; and 
the School of Pedagogics has also been organized as a 
department under Dr. Francis Burke Brandt. This makes 
seven departments now organized in the school, under the 
care of gentlemen whose ability and fidelity give assurance 
of a supervision which must add greatly to the efficiency 
and unity of the w^ork in each department. To make this 
really effective they should have more hours free from the 
work of teaching than they have at present ; and I need 
hardly express my agreement with the Committee and the 
Board that the special service they thus render should be 
•compensated more highly than is the work of a simple 
professor. 

During the year five of our instructors have been 
advanced to the rank of assistant professors, in recognition 
of the excellent service they have rendered the school, and 
as one means of insuring their permanent connection with 
it, viz. : Mr. Ellis Anstett Schnubel, in Latin and Greek; 
Mr. Ernest Lucey, in the English Language and Litera- 
ture; Mr. Howard Weidener Du Bois, in Applied Mathe- 
matics, and Mr. Arthur Welleslej' Howes, in Latin and 
Oreek. It is much to be regretted that, contrary to the 
expectation of the Board, this remains for the present an 
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advance in honor only, and that the advances asked in the 
salaries of several of our instructors have not been obtained. 
The young men we have been adding to our teaching 
force in recent years are of a class which is certain to be 
in demand .in filling places in the institutions from which 
they graduated, and we can ill afford the economy which 
makes us liable to lose our younger teachers about as fast 
as their experience and success with us fasten attention on 
them as desirable acquisitions for other institutions. For 
this reason the school is under obligations to the Board 
for its efforts to make positions in our teaching force 
attractive to those who hold them. 

No marked changes have been made in school methods 
during the year, but those I enumerated in my last report 
continue to be found satisfactory and to contribute to the 
efficiency of instruction. There have been readjustments 
in the Roster of Studies, with a view to reducing the num- 
ber of studies taken by any class or section during the 
half 3' ear, by doubling the number of hours assigned to 
several and then limiting these to half a year. Even with 
this change the number taught to several classes, especially 
the Sophiomore, is excessive; and we hope to effect a 
farther reduction without narrowing our curriculum. 

I express a very general opinion of the Faculty in 
saying that there has been a marked improvement in the 
discipline of the school, and this not through multiplying 
regulations or adopting a Draconian severity in dealing 
with offenses, but by combining firmness and justice with 
good humor in disposing of such as occur. I refer espe- 
cially to the work done by the Committee of Discipline, 
which meets weekly to deal with cases which seem too 
grave for a reprimand from myself or a professor, and 
which held no sessions for nearly two months of the 
present school year. Our disciplinary problems are the 
more difficult through our unhappy condition as a school 
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conducted in several buildings, with the necessity of trans- 
ferring teachers from one to the other at the change of 
hours; and through our not having room for our students 
to obtain a proper lunch at the daily recess. 

The addition of four sections to those already on the 
school roll made it necessary to obtain additional quarters 
in the building at the Qorner of Broad and Mount Vernon 
streets at the beginning of the present school year. As 
this could not be effected at once, we had to divide the 
Freshman Class into two portions, one of which received 
instruction in the afternoon, after the rest of the school 
had been dismissed. This involved no slight inconvenience 
to many of the students, and still more to some of the 
teachers, whose rosters required them to attend from nine 
in the morning till five in the afternoon. It was borne 
with willingness in the expectetion that the trouble would 
have an end. In the same spirit we have been enduring our 
cramped quarters for three years past in the expectation 
of escaping from them into a school building more than 
adequate for our classes and our teaching force. It is now 
reported that we may expect the transfer about a year 
from this date. Allow me to beg of your Committee to 
use your influence to have a part, if not all, of the recita- 
tion rooms fit for occupancy by the opening of the next 
school year, September, 1897. Even if the new assembly 
room and the new laboratories should have to wait till the 
end of that year for completix)n, it would be a vast gain for 
us to have the school sheltered under one roof and saved 
the losses of time and of unity in discipline, which are 
attendant upon our present divided condition. 

Our present arrangements comprise free quarters for 
our Department of Pedagogy, in a house in Spring Garden 
street, furnished by a friend of the school. It is one of the 
marked gains of the past year that this department has 
taken a fresh start under the very capable direction of 
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Dr. Brandt. The appreciation of the practical worth of a 
two years' course of study, under the direction of a peda- 
gogic expert, is shown not only in the increased attendance 
this year, but in the application of students for admission 
to our higher classes that they may enter the School of 
Pedagogy next year. I may add that the present class 
would have numbered more than 18 had it not been that 
the Faculty exercised a careful scrutiny of the applicants, 
and rejected those whom they judged to be in any way 
disqualified for the work of the teacher. 

I have to complain once more of the inadequacy of the 
supply of books for the use of the school, and to ask that 
some change be effected in this respect if it is impossible 
to secure a larger appropriation from Councils. Several of 
our teachers have been obliged to substitute blackboards 
for text-books during this first half of the school j'ear, as 
was also the case last year. 

Since my last report the future name of our school in 
its new home, and the extension of its course of study to cor- 
respond to the collegiate degrees it confers, have been under 
public discussion. It is exactly in the line of our hopes 
for the future in both respects that Governor Hastings 
urges a reconstruction of intermediate education through- 
out the Commonwealth, through the erection of a system 
of local colleges on the foundations already created by the 
establishment of normal schools, and the extension of their 
courses to cover the teaching now done in the lower years 
of the universities. The President of Harvard has long 
urged a similar change as a means of lifting the American 
university above. the rank of the German gymnasium, that 
it may devote itself to really university teaching, and that 
our young men may no longer be obliged to seek in Europe 
the professional training which the American universities 
have no time to give them. The proposal made with regard 
to our own school, therefore, is no isolated suggestion 
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for the benefit of a single institution, but a part of 
a great movement which is stirring all our higher institu- 
tions of learning and promising a transformation of the 
whole system to be put on a level with that of Europe. The 
change suggested must come; it is only for Philadelphia 
to say whether she shall take this step with the first or be 
dragged along with the rear. The splendid advance made 
in the erection of the finest edifice of its class in America, 
if not in the whole world, seems to oflEcr a favorable oppor- 
tunity for this change, which I have reason to believe is 
very generally desired by the people of this city. In the 
struggle made against the establishment of the High 
School, nearly sixty years ago, I find the opposition came 
from the same class and was sustained by much the s^me 
arguments as are eqiployed to-day against its farther 
advance. This opposition was overcome by the support 
of the plain people, who desired for the bright boys of our 
city a more advanced course of study than was possible in 
the grammar schools. They already gave the institution 
the name of the "People's College." They will not tind 
fault if its name be changed in that direi^tion and its cur- 
riculum lengthened to fit the name.

COMMERCIAL COURSE. 

In June the school graduated its first commercial 
class, 131 students. Many of these are already filling 
good positions acceptably, and are thus proving the quality 
of their training. The accommodations at present pro- 
vided for this branch of the school being necessarily inad- 
equate, some things are particularly wanting for its comfort 
and progress. Conspicuous among these needs are a refer- 
ence library, physical culture and instruction in vocal 
music. Experience obtained thus far indicates that the 
commercial course is weakest in the department of English, 
especiallj' in whatever has a bearing upon English com- 
position and letter- writing. At various times during the 
year valuable talks on commercial law have been given the 
Senior Class by Henry R. Edmunds, Esq., and Avery D. 
Harrington, Esq., members of the High School Committee. 
Two medals for scholarship, one of gold and one of silver, 
to be called the " Committee Medals," awarded for the 
first time this year, were established through the liberal 
gifts of the members of the Girls' High School Committee. 

GENERAL COURSE. 

The work of the general course has diflered but little 
from that of the previous year, the principal change being 
the transferrence of the Senior Class of the commercial 
course to the main building at Seventeenth and Spring 
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Garden streets. This was done to relieve the overcrowded 
building at Broad and Spring Garden streets. The defects 
of the curriculum of the general course, due chiefly to 
the multiplicity of subjects taught, will be remedied, it is to 
be hoped, in the four years' course to be inaugurated next 
year. Miss Repplier's apt and pithy saying, that " the 
necessity of knowing a little about a great many things is 
the most grievous burden of our day," applies with some 
force to the present course of study. 

CLASSICAL COURSE. 

The character of the instruction given in this course 
was tested for the first time in June, when eight Juniors 
tried their " preliminaries" for Bryn Mawr. These candi- 
dates were quite as successful as could have been expected. 
In September also another member of this class took the 
same examination with like favorable results. Through 
the liberality of the Trustees and Faculty of Bryn Mawr, 
two full-course scholarships each year in that institution 
are offered the graduates of this course. In a like spirit 
of liberality one full-course scholarship for Bryn Mawr 
has been founded by the Alumntc of the Girls' High and 
Normal Schools and one by the Century Club. The value 
of one of these scholarships is $400. 

DEPARTMENTS. 

The departmental system, which was organized in 
1895, with a view to unification of work in any particular 
line of study, has been modified in requiring each lieiul of 
a departme?it to make to the Principal a monthly .state- 
ment in writing of the ('ondition of that department. 

THE EN(5LISH CLUB. 

This, the most representative of the club organiza- 
tions in the school, has fully sustained the enthnsias-m and 
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efficiency of the preceding year. The teachers of all 
departments consider themselves members of it, as Eng- 
lish is a part of every exercise of the school. In one 
instance only during the year has this club received aid from 
outside. Assistant Superintendent Mary Wright gave 
before it a valuable and most interesting address on " Old 
Centres of Learning in England." Meetings occur the 
third Tuesday of the month. 

THE MATHEMATICAL CLUB. 

This organization has held the usual monthly meet- 
ings, all having a practical bearing upon class-room in- 
struction. Dr. Edward Brooks, Superintendent of Public 
Schools, has once favored the club by his presence and 
encouraged it by kindly suggestions. Mr. B. F. Dennisson, 
Cashier of the Market Street Bank, also gave an hour's 
interesting discourse to the teachers on banking. Meet- 
ings occur the third Monday of the month. 

THE LATIN CLUB. 

A more complete organization of this has been per- 
fected. It proceeds on practical and rather elementary 
lines, the aim being to improve the teaching of the class 
room. Meetings occur the Monday next succeeding the 
first Fridav in the month. 

THE HISTORY CLUB. 

The latest club organized is in the field of history. 
To all appearances it has started on a career of great use- 
fulness. It has a wider scope than any one of the fore- 
going, being an inter-high-sohool nfiair, the history teach- 
ers of the Central High School, of the Central Afanual 
Training School, and the Xortheast Manual Training 
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School being members. Assistant Superintendent Lydia 
A. Kirby and Professor Alfred Gudeman of the University 
have given excellent addresses before this club. Meetings 
occur the second Monday of the month. 



CLASS DONATIONS. 

The class of 1896, following the example of the class 
of 1895, left interesting and valuable souVenirs to the 
school. The graduates from the general course left a 
Joan of Arc in bronze. The graduates from the com- 
mercial coarse left for the Annex at Broad street John- 
son's Encyclopaedia, eight volumes; Anthon's Classical 
Dictionary, one volume, and the Century Dictionary of 
Names.

Gentlemen : — At the beginning of the year the total 
enrollment of the school was 357, distributed among the 
three classes as — Seniors, 94 ; Intermediates, 112 ; Juniors, 
151. 

During the year there have been admitted — by promo- 
tions from the grammar schools, 243 ; hy transfers from 
other schools, 23. 

The number that left during the year was 180. Of 
this number 77 were graduated in June, 90 left for wage- 
earning or other good reasons, and 13 were dropped on 
account of deficient scholarship. Thus, at the end of the 
year, the enrollment has been increased to 443 — a gain of 
over 20 per cent. — and the ratio of distribution has been 
modified as follows: Seniors, 92; Intermediates, 115; 
Juniors, 256. 
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Since the organization of the school, 1,870 boj's have 
been registered, 650 of whom have graduated from the 
8choo]. 

RECORDS OF THE GRADUATES. 

The causes which determine the future success or fail- 
ure of young men are many and complex. For example, 
powerful predisposing effects of heredity and home train- 
ing, especially when they make against personal better- 
ment or development, are too often confused with the 
influence of schooling, however sane and wholesome this 
may be. Given, however, two sets of young men, the one 
subjected to a training which provides not only for the 
abstract acquisition of knowledge but also for its practical 
and skillful application, and the other to an education 
which appeals merely to one side of their nature — given 
these conditions, and surely it is something more than 
chance or external influence which produces results so 
significantly divergent. The full record of each graduate 
has been carefully kept ; the results revealed by the study 
of these records could not be otherwise than gratifying to 
you. Though doubtless of less real importance than this, 
but perhaps none the less significant is the desire of so 
many of the graduates to keep themselves in touch with 
the school. This desire is shown in the frequent receipt 
of grateful acknowledgments testifying to the successful 
issue of our studies, methods and spirit. Obviously, in 
the space given to this report, it would not be possible to 
dwell upon these interesting facts. 

But to all who are interested in the school, I would 
earnestly recommend the perusal of the last annual cat- 
alogue (a copy of which has been submitted to each mem- 
ber of the Board) in which the methods and progress of 
the school are exhibited with less meagerness of detail. 
A glance through its pages will give some conception of

the value of the school to the community, some idea of 
the quality, so to speak, of our educational product. 

A school must be judged by the men it turns out. 
Take, for example, the history of the oldest graduating 
class ('88). Notwithstanding a record thus far of only 
eight years of active life, the results more than justify the 
claims of the most ardent advocates of manual training. 
Out of 58 members of that class, 11 are superin- 
tendents, managers, foremen, members of firms, or in 
similar responsible positions, 12 are draughtsmen (me- 
chanical or architectural), 3 are teachers, 3 practicing 
physicians, oYie dentist, 3 electrical or mechanical engi- 
neers. The remainder are variously employed in those 
industrial pursuits in which directive intelligence, as well 
as skill of hand, is an important factor. Two of the class 
are clerks. 

A word might be added as to the trend of the students 
toward a higher education. About 25 per cent, of the 
graduates matriculate in colleges, univerisities and techni- 
cal schools. 

The percentage of the number of graduates is steadily 
increasing, and a comparison of the last increase (over 50 
per cent, of the entering class) shows that this percentage 
is relatively much larger, than most other schools of simi- 
lar grade, academic or otherwise. 

THE COURSE OF INSTRUCTION. 

Since the organization of the school its Academic 
Course has been broadened to include French, German 
and Civics. On the scientific side the curriculum has been 
strengthened by the introduction of the most modern 
thorough laboratory methods in Physics and Chemistry. 
Hereafter laboratory work in Botany will also form part of 
the Natural Science Course. The Mathematical Course has 
been supplemented by experimental survey work in the field. 
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Ab to the course in manual training, considered either 
in practice or in methods of instruction, I can see no rea- 
son for altering the lines along which this side of the 
school has hitherto been developed. The tool instruction 
embraces wood work in joinery, turning, carving and pat- 
tern-making ; eold-metal work in chipping, filing, turning, 
machine-cutting, fitting; hot-metal work in forging, tem- 
pering, soldering, brazing; plastics in the diiferent forms 
of moulding and casting, and clay modeling. 

This course of tool instruction, which is an American 
modification of the widely-adopted Russian system, con- 
sists in a series of exercises based upon three considera- 
tions : the principles of construction, the materials in use, 
the tools employed in the process. The construction con- 
sists either in fashioning a single piece, or in putting two 
or more pieces together, making joints and fittings of 
various kinds. In doing this there must be taken into 
consideration the function of the tool and the best methods 
of using it, as well as the fabrile characteristics of the 
material used, its strength and adaptability to the thing 
in liand. Each exercise presupposes a drawing made by 
the pupil himself previously to taking up the exercise. In 
this correlation of subjects, a mechanical drawing or a 
design does not stop at the paper upon which it is drawn ; 
it becomes something more than an unmeaning maze of 
lines. Just as soon as the pupil attempts to put into con- 
crete form the ideas involved in the drawing, each line 
has a significance ; it becomes a directive and educative 
force instead of a vanishing impression. 

The Hussiau system has sometimes been objected to 
as lacking human interest, inasmuch as it deals with typical 
exercises involving mechanical principles, and not with the 
commercial product. An hour's experience in observing 
the operation of the system would be convincing proof 
that it does not need the childish stimulus of the finished 
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article to hold the attention of the boy of the high-school 
age. He takes as keen an interest in the construction of 
a typical joint as the younger pupil of the Sloyd system 
does in the making of a penholder or a picture frame. He 
is taught to see that in the principle involved in the exer- 
cise there is something more than the mere mechanieal 
construction of a finished article having commercial value. 
At the close of each term, however, a "project" is as- 
signed to a part, or to the whole of the class, whereby 
each pupil contributes his share in building up some 
finished piece of work embodying as far as possible the 
principles learned during the term. 

THE FOURTH YEAR. 

The question of an obligatory fourth year still re- 
mains open. During the past j^ear the want of a sufficient 
teaching force and the lack of proper working accommoda- 
tions have made it impossible to give any elective post- 
graduate work. Even if we had the room and the neces- 
sary teaching force, I doubt if the best interests of the 
school would be promoted by adding another year to the 
present course. 

Experience has shown that in three years the school 
admirably fits boys to take up the active duties of life, at 
the same time giving the student who desires to pursue a 
professional career a thorough preparation for admission 
to a college or a technical school. The present rounded 
and complete course of three years seems to fill a popular 
want, inasmuch as it enables the boy who enters the 
school at the age of fourteen to finish his school life at an 
age in which he is not too old to commence his life's work 
at the bottom round of the ladder. It also enables the 
student who enters college at the age of seventeen to 
save a year of valuable time — a consideration of no little 
importance. Moreover, if a fourth year should be added, 
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the practical work of the school would necessarily become 
specialized, or too narrowly technical. Considering the 
fundamental educational idea of the school in particular, 
and the province of the public school system in general, 
this result could not be otherwise than undesirable. 



Tps year's results. 

Such material alterations and extensions as were made 
last year — although in no sense adequate — have been 
strongly in evidence this year in the larger outcome and 
more successful results in the • shops, laboratories and 
drawing rooms. The effect of this somewhat freer play of 
the operating power of the school was clearly manifested 
in the display of work shown at the annual exhibit held 
in the latter part of June. In no previous exhibit of the 
school was there a greater variety or a larger percentage 
of exercises showing such highly finished workmanship. 

• 

INSUFFICIENT ACADEMIC ACCOMMODATIONS. 

The only drawback, and in more than one respect a 
very serious drawback, to the complete working outfit of 
the school is in the academic department, which is cramped 
and hampered by the lack of a sufficient number of class 
rooms and by the smallness of those already in use. De- 
signed in the first place to accommodate primary pupils, the 
class rooms are of insufficient size, badly lighted, and worse 
ventilated, or rather not ventilated at all. Unfortunately, 
as in the case of the shops and of the drawing rooms, 
there is no way to enlarge them or to increase their num- 
ber ; the only remedy seems to be in a new building espe- 
cially adapted to the needs of this new education. 

Since the organization of the school the size of the 
successive entering classes has steadily grown larger, until 
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at present there are no longer sufficient accommodations 
for them. 

This want of room has been particularly felt this year 
ill the endeavor to accommodate all the pupils who suc- 
cessfully passed the June examination. The only solution 
to the problem was the utilization of a neighboring school 
building for the academic instruction of the hundred or 
more pupils overflowing the number usually provided for. 
A vacated school building near Fifteenth and Cherry 
streets was at last fixed upon, and during the summer it 
was fitted up for school purposes as far as was possible 
with the limited funds on hand. So far as the academic 
instruction is concerned, the Junior Class now divides the 
roster between this annex and the Central School, the shop 
work and drawing being necessarily confined to the latter. 

As a consequence of this necessity, extra instruction 
in the shops is prolonged beyond the regular school hours. 
This extra instruction has been provided for only in the 
voluntary offer of the shop teachers. Since the opening 
of the school in September their services have thus been 
given beyond the regular time. 

Moreover, a moment's reflection will make it plain 
that the whole device of the annex is at best but un- 
wieldy and cumbrous. The daily hurrying to and fro 
between the two schools tends to break up that sense 
of the solid school-day which is so necessary to the poise 
and unity of school life. In the external disintegration 
of the building — the loss of a local habitation and a name 
— the student misses the characteristic school atmosphere, 
the material and spiritual unity and solidity of his school 
life — and it is pride in these things which tells so subtly 
and for so much in an institution's influence upon the 
raind, the intellect and the loyalty of a student. 

Clumsy, however, as the annex may be, it is the only 
solution of the difficulty in our present condition. The 
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radical remedy has been frequently suggested, and I trust 
will soon become a material fact. 



CHANGES IN THE FACULTY. 

The increased academic instruction was provided for 
by the appointment of an additional teacher in ^Natural 
Science, and the enlargement of the duties of the assistant 
in the laboratories. In the former position the require- 
ments were fully met in the appointment of Mr. Louis 
Sayre. For purely personal reasons I hesitated to recom- 
mend his appointment. The fact, however, that he came 
solely on his record and training as a student and his 
experience as a teacher seemed fairly and impartially to 
entitle him to your favorable consideration. Mr. Sayre is 
a graduate of the Central Manual Training School, and he 
afterwards had a careful scientific training in the famous 
school of the " City and Guilds of the London Institute." 
Besides this, the success with which he had applied his 
training as a teacher of science for three years in the Den- 
ver Manual Training High School was acknowledged by 
the leading. educational authorities in that city. 

The duties of Mr. John Brackin, assistant in the 
laboratories were extended to include special laboratory 
work in the Junior CUass. Mr. Brackin, who is also a 
graduate of the school, had for some time specially fitted 
himself in physics and laboratory practice at Harvard. 

The duties of Mr. Grillon, teacher of French, were 
extended to include the teaching of Mathematics, a subject 
for which he was particularly fitted by his long experience 
in this branch in the public schools in France. 

All these gentlemen are doing excellent work, and 
the satisfactory results of their teaching during the past 
term hare fully justified the wisdom of their appointment 
and the enlargement of their duties. 
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COMMENCEMENT EXERCISES. 

The coramenceraent exercises of the graduating class 
were held on the afternoon of June 15th, in the Assembly 
room of the school.

Of the above graduates, John S. Conway, Walter D.

THE QUESTION OF MANUAL TRAINING. 

At this day it is hardly necessary to present any new 
arguments in favor of manual training to strengthen its 
position in the community. The best guaranty of the 
soundness of its principles is the success which has attended 
the school from the beginning. This is the substantial 
realization of the hopes and aims of its founders. 

It has been the earnest endeavor of those to whom 
the management of the school has been entrusted, to see 
that each year brings with it some real gain, either in the 
methods of instruction or in the practice of carrying out 
the work. Each member of the Faculty seems to realize 
that all the departments are unided by a common aim, 
and that it is his function not only to bring up his depart- 
ment to the highest standard, but to make his own subject, 
as far as possible, complementary to the work of every 
other department. I cannot speak too highly of the earn- 
estness and zeal of each member of the Faculty, and of the 
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harmonious support given to every measure which looks 
to the best interests of the school. Especially has the 
esprit de corps of the teaching force been manifested in the 
volunteer work done after school hours, in order that the 
hisrh standard of school work miorht be maintained.

Especially important is the resultant judgment that can be 
relied upon to select the right lines of future activity — 
what is called the choice of occupation. 

I desire also to say that while a system of this kind is 
complete in itself, while it does not consider as an end the 
preparations for any higher or more extended opportunities 
of education, it is nevertheless the best possible prepara- 
tion for the technical departments of the colleges and 
universities.

Gentlemen : — The report of the Northeast Manual 
Training School for the year ending Decehiber 31, 1896, is 
herewith submitted : — 

» 

The year opened with 815 boys in attendance, and 
closes with an enrollment of 329, distributed as follows : 
60 in the Senior, 104 in the Intermediate and 165 in the 
Junior Class. During the year 181 boys were admitted, 
55 were graduated and 112 left without completing the 
Course. 

But few changes in the Faculty have taken place dur- 
ing the year. Mr. Charles A. Gilchrist, Professor of Con- 
structive Drawing, resigned in June, and Mr. Charles C. 
Heyl, formerly assistant to the Principal, was appointed to 
succeed him. To ftll the vacancy caused by this change, 
Mr. Thomas Moore, one of honor men of the Class of 1893, 
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was chosen by the Committee. These gentlemen are fill- 
ing their respective positions with ability, and show 
exceptional aptitude for their work. 

CHANGES AND IMPROVEMENTS. 

During the year a number of changes and alterations 
were made, looking to the better maintenanciB of discipline, 
the greater convenience of students and the increased com- 
fort of the Faculty. In the basement the lockers were 
removed from the annex division and placed under the 
main building, where provision was made for the comfort- 
able seating of 250 boys at luncheon. The annex base- 
ment, thus cleared, was divided into three compartments, 
one furnishing a well-lighted, cheerful dining room for the 
Faculty, another, a small storeroom for patterns and cast- 
ings, while the third gave adequate storage for the benches, 
troughs and other bulky equipment, in use only a portion 
of the year for purposes of instruction. The latter room 
also serves as a storage place for the students' bicycles, but 
it is far from being equal to the demands made upon it. 
As the permanency of the bicycle as a feature of modern 
life is apparently assured, I would suggest that arrange- 
ments be made for a larger room in which they may be 
left by the student without fear of molestation. This could 
be constructed under the new building at small expense, 
and would add greatly to the satisfaction of the pupils and 
their parents. 

The transfer of the Faculty dining room from the 
main floor to the basement rendered an enlargement of the 
dynamo room possible at little expense, while at the same 
time it gave to the instructors of the Manual Department 
a small but much-needed retiring-room. 

The ventilation of the smithy had long been a prob- 
lem. In spite of constant vigilance, the superheated air 
and noxious gases would collect and distress the workers. 
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It was finally decided to try the experiment of employing 
a fifty-inch exhaust fan to ventilate the room. The result 
has been the correction of the evils complained of, with 
increased efficiency in the students' work. 

Other and minor changes and improvements have 
been made, notably in the better protection of books in 
the library, in the addition of book closets in class rooms 
and in the ventilation of toilet room, etc. 

PARTIAL REVISION OF THE COURSE. 

During the year the work of the Manual Department 
has been revised. Experience has shown that in the 
Junior year chipping and tiling need not be carried to the 
extent heretofore thought necessary. It was therefore 
decided to substitute molding and tin-smithing in the first 
and third terms of the Junior year, the work in chipping 
and filing to be restricted to the second term, and the 
subject again to find a place in the curriculum by its 
introduction into the spring term of the Intermediate 
year. By this arrangement ornamental iron work receives 
a larger share of attention. To bring about these changes 
in a practical manner, some readjustment of the work of 
the Faculty was necessary; wood-carving was therefore 
transferred to the department of joinery, and wood-turn- 
ing to that of pattern-making.

MUCH-NBEDED IMPROVEMENTS. 

A serious disadvantage under which the school suffers 
is the absence of an assembly room adequate to our 
necessities. There is no question that ,the daily meeting 
of all the students of an institution in one room has im- 
portant results in establishing a fine esprit de corps among 
them. All the elements of a school are fused into a homo- 
geneous body in the assembly room. Public opinion, that 
most potent factor in the discipline of a school, is here 
made, or, at least, the seeds are planted. Cliques do not 
thrive under such conditions; the school is one. Classes 
separated from each other by years as well as by acquisi- 
tions, are yet a united body, not under such conditions as 
obtain at a foot-ball game or a base-ball match, but amid 
the surroundings of the school, under the eye of authority 
and the restraints of wholesome discipline. The North- 
east School is obliged to assemble its students in diiFerent 
places. While the Faculty exert every effort to maintain 
a spirit of unity among the classes, and are measurably 
successful, yet there is no doubt that the energy thus em- 
ployed could be directed to advantage in other channels, 
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and the end desired more securely attained if the whole 
school assembled each day in a single room. 

Besides the pressing need of an assembly room, the 
school suffers also from small class rooms and limited yard 
space. Designed originally as a primary school, the build- 
ing but poorly serves the purposes of a high school. Two 
years ago it was enlarged by a substantial addition pro- 
viding three extra rooms; but this improvement, valuable 
as it is, gives an unwelcome prominence to the deficiencies 
still existing — and these, nothing short of heroic treatment 
of the original building, with acquisition of supplementary 
space, can remove. Bodily health and mental vigor suffer 
serious impairment under the unfavorable conditions 
which confront both instructor and pupil. Six thousand 
cubic feet of air is quickly vitiated by the presence of 
twenty boys ; but when fifty must, hour after hour, occupy 
rooms of so small an air capacity, they are incapacitated 
for the best work. 

ADDITIONAL EQUIPMENT NECESSARY. 

Not only in the matter of the building itself, but in its 
equipment should important additions be made. For 
example, the students in the Wood-working Department 
are, owing to the limited number of lathes, obliged to wait 
their turn to work and receive instruction. This results 
in serious loss of time. The very principles for which 
manual training stands are opposed and nullified by fail- 
ure to provide the student with the materials upon which 
to exercise his brain. If manual training is to be made 
significant, it is necessary that the work shall be individual ; 
that at the laboratory table, the forge, the lathe, the bench, 
the student must deal with the problems there presented 
as an independent being. Nothing short of individual 
equipment will make possible the full realization of the 
value of manual training. Not only, therefore, in the 
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work shops of the school, but in the laboratories, and even 
in the class rooms where laboratory methods of teaching 
should prevail, the primal need of each department is the 
equipment for independent, individual work of the student. 
Only in this way shall we get out of the boy the best that 
is in him, and do the best for him. 



INTEREST AND EARNESTNESS OF STUDENTS. 

Notwithstanding insufficient equipment for individual 
work, I am daily impressed with the activity and earnest- 
ness of the students. No man absorbed in the problems 
of business could be more earnest, sincere and enthusiastic 
in his work than is the lad at lathe or forge or bench in 
his efforts to give concrete expression to his thought. 
When he has accomplished this, truth is no longer an 
abstraction — it is to him as real as the hand that carves it 
into existence. Gradually he learns his powers, and daily 
the habit grows stronger of doing something well. The 
mind is trained to activity. Thought is inspired, investi- 
gation stimulated, and discoveries are at once the rewards 
and the surprises of efforts. He is not learning a trade, 
but he is acquiring general dexterity; he is gaining power 
in many directions; he is learning to do as well as to 
think. 

Manual training is notamenable to the charge of undue 
specialization ; on the contrary, its net result for its gradu- 
ates is increased accessibility to all avenues of human 
activity, professional, commercial and industrial. Such 
training not only broadens the boy's view, but it increases 
his resources, arouses his manly instincts and strengthens 
his self-reliance. It gives him a passport into busy work- 
shops hitherto closed against him ; it commands him an 
entrance into the fields of science and art ; it fits him for 
more extended usefulness in the practical affairs of life — 
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and all these benefits accrue, not from acquisition of 
knowledge, but from intelligent control in its application. 

Manual training furnishes its students with an orderly 
series of experiences which are grouped, in time, into 
higher concepts, and arc formulated finally as judgments. 
The now somewhat trite saying that in these schools " the 
whole boy goes to school," simply means that all the senses 
— " the windows to the soul," — are in process of daily 
training. The lad submits an astonishing variety of 
objects to the tests of his senses. Ideas are clear and 
vivid as a result of these sense experiences, and fitting 
language — oral and written — together with power of 
graphic expression is developed at the same time. 

This method of starting from the bottom and building 
up on basal knowledge becomes a habit, and in the 
Academic Department the lad insensibly carries into the 
school room the same power and tendency that distin- 
guished his manner of dealing with his work in the Manual 
Department. The detiniteness of his ideas, the habit which 
the student acquires of translating abstract conceptions 
into concrete terms,' lead to more practical results in mind 
training than the study of books alone, the words of which 
too often stand in his mind for dim, confused and ambigu- 
ous ideas. When later he puts aside his hammer, leaves 
his lathe, and goes away from his forge, he carries with 
him the habit of mind that quickly takes into account the 
essentials of any object or subject presented for considera- 
tion, and his judgment, accustomed to demanding incon- 
trovertible premises for logical thought, is effective and 
reliable. 

Another striking feature which impresses me in the 
training at this school, is the strong ethical bearing of the 
education given. The lad recognizes the dignity of labor. 
In the workshops he acquires a clear idea not only of the 
difficulty, but also of the excellence of labor and the 
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nobility of achievement. He respects industry because he 
knows from experience what industry means. He learns 
to be patient, to be accurate, to be persistent, and he dis- 
covers that important lesson of life which has been well 
expressed thus : " It is the thing done which avails, and 
not what is said about it." 

Thus, while the school building is small and the 
equipment not yet entirely equal to the demands, there is 
great cause for thankfulness that the scheme of manual 
training is attaining the ends sought by those who founded 
the school and have supported its work. 

In conclusion, there only remains to say that the 
cordial relations between the Committee and myself, no 
less than the faithful, loyal support of the Faculty, have 
been most gratifying, and have had much to do with 
eliminating the natural embarrassments incident to a 
change of administration. The four months in which 
I have had charge of the school have been most pleasant 
ones, and the future is full of hopefulness and promise.

Herewith is presented the annual report of the James 
Forten Elementary Manual Training School for the year 
1896 :— 

At the beginning of the year there was an enrollment 
of 506 pupils; at the close there is an enrollment of 551 
pupils. The average attendance, excluding sick, was 394. 

In February it was found necessarv to open a ninth 
grade, therefore in March a new divison was formed 
including those pupils who were prepared for the ninth 
grade. 

The proportion of colored children in the school 
grow less from year to year. The colored population, for 
which this neighborhood was one time famous, has moved 
to other localities, and the Russian Jews have installed 
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themselves in the vacant tenements. But 16 per cent, of 
the pupils were colored. 

Paper work in form-making, parquetry, cutting and 
folding is carried on progressively in all the classes. In 
these exercises, always attractive to children, an opportu- 
nity is afforded to teach colors, and their pleasing comhi- 
nations, to train in accuracy, neatness, dispatch and the 
ability to execute a verbal order. 

The Swedish system of gymnastics is used, and the 
school is under obligation to Miss B. Winifred Blake, a 
teacher of physical training in the Girls' Nprmal School,, 
for gratuitous instruction, given at regular intervals^ to 
both teachers and pupils. 

During the year Prof. Batchellor, the teacher of music^ 
arranged a progressive series of musical charts by which 
the children of the higher grades are led to staff sight 
singing through the principles of the tonic soh-fa method 
used in the lower grades, and an adaptation of the colors 
of the spectrum to the tones of the musical scale in the 
Kindergarten. 

Every girl receives instruction in sewing. Card sew- 
ing, resembling that used in the Kindergarten, is continued 
through the first grade. In the second grade the regular 
course is begun. 

In the Cookery Department 39 girls from this school 
were taught, and 292 girls from outside schools. Miss 
Wilson makes a special effort to give each individual the 
opportunity to perform all the cookery in every dish that 
is cooked, an endeavor not unattended with difficulties in 
a large class. 

In the Sloyd Department 123 pupils from this school 
were instructed, and 108 pupils from outside schools. 
Mr. Porter spent the summer vacation and part of Septem- 
ber in Sweden adding to his knowledge of the Sloyd 
system. 
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During July and August two Kindergartens were in 
session in the annex in the Stuart Memorial Church on 
St. Mary street. The appreciation of the privilege of 
summer Kindergartens by the people of this locality is 
shown in the large attendance during both months. In 
July the average attendance for both Kindergartens was 
70 pupils, and in August 60 pupils. Afternoon mothers' 
meetings were held in connection with the Kindergartens, 
and were well attended. An occasion is thus aflPbrded 
for the mothers to learn something of the aims of the 
system, consequently enabling them to render helpful ser- 
vice or advice in paticular cases. 

Penny lunches of hygienically-prepared food, together 
with milk are brought to the school every day by the 
ladies of the College Settlement, and served by them to 
the pupils at recess time. 

Many of the children are depositors in the Theodore 
Starr Savings Bank. They bring their pennies to their 
teacher who procures receipts from the bank in the shape 
of stamps, which are preserved in books designed for this 
purpose. The effort is made in the hope of fostering the 
virtue oif accumulation. 

In May an exhibition of the manual work took place. 
This was largely attended by the parents and older brothers 
and sisters of the pupils, and much interest was evinced 
in the display of paper work, drawing, Sloyd and cookery. 

Our Committee has furnished us with a good micro- 
scope and a heliostat, which add much to the interest of 
the simple lessons in science which form an important part 
of the curriculum. 

We have two ungratified wishes : We would like a 
room for general assembly. Four class rooms opening 
into one another are used for the purpose, but besides 
being inadequate in size, the acoustic properties are very 
poor, and the partial partitions prevent many of the 
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children from seeing the speaker or leader of the singing. 
A sewing room where the sewing supplies could be kept, 
and where the sewing teacher could instruct her classes 
Would also be a desirable acquisition.

Of the pupils attending from the grammar schools of 
the city, 74 completed the two years' course and were 
awarded certificates.

Boker School ; Miss Ada Skoglund, John P. Baugh

In addition the Pennsylvania Museum and School of 
Industrial Art has awarded two additional scholarships to 
the Public Industrial Art School. They were given to 
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Matilda Dillon, Lynd School ; Ernest Shearer, Horace 
Binney School. 

The plan of our commencement was changed this year, 
the exercises being held in the school building during the 
afternoon to allow parents and friends to see the methods 
of instruction and work. The certificates were given to 
graduates by Mrs. Alice Barber Stephens. She commended 
the pupils highly and expreFsed gratification at the char- 
acter of the work exhibited. Addresses were also made 
by Dr. Brooks, Superintendent of Public Schools; Mr. A. 
M. Spangler, Chairman, and Mr. Joseph D. Murphy, mem- 
bers of the Industrial Art School Committee. 

Two backward steps have been taken in the public 
school work for the past season that touches vitally the 
main work of the Public Industrial Art School. I allude 
to the dropping of clay modeling from the course of 
instruction and the shortening of the time given to draw- 
ing. The Public Industrial Art School was established 
for the express purpose of testing the feasibility of various 
manual training methods for use in the public schools, the 
experience of ten years' actual work with the teachers and 
sixteen years with the children prove the exceptional value 
of clay modeling as an educational medium. 

The following is an extract from the report of the 
Committee on Hygiene of the Board of Public Education 
as to the value of clay modeling, made in 1895 : — 

" Your Committee would urge as a matter pertaining 
to the health of the children attending our public schools, 
the most extended introduction possible of the present 
system of clay modeling, believing that such manual 
training is in every respect valuable and likely to be fol- 
lowed by the best results to mind and body, and, as the 
Director of the Public Industrial Art School has said, 
* No medium better than clay will ever be devised to fulfil 
the plastic requirements of educational thought expression 
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as is witnessed by its universal use in the arts and indus- 
tries of all nations, since the beginning of history.'

Just when most of the principal cities of the country 
are permanently establishing clay modeling in various 
grades, owing to the unanimous verdict in its favor, Phila- 
delphia drops it; after training 700 teachers to see its 
value as a medium of thought expression it is abolished. 
I venture to say that not one competent authoritative voice 
can be heard in favor of abolishing clay work when intro- 
duced under proper conditions. 

Expressions of regret are constantly being received on 
account of the withdrawal of clay modeling from many 
teachers. Of course, teachers unable to teach it, object to 
it, but teachers after taking the lessons invariably give it 
their unqualified approval. 

The mistake has been made in requiring teachers to 
teach clay work, without their being able to model. This 
I mentioned in my annual report three years ago. No 
teacher should be expected to teach it until fully qualified 
by the lessons furnished for that purpose by the Art 
School, and in addition having time and proper facilities 
furnished for it. 

The same mistake has been made in drawing. No 
teacher should be expected to teach drawing unless prop- 
erly qualified. No arrangement of course, no book system, 
nothing will take the place of the properly-qualified 
teacher. Drawing being the simplest of all the various 
modes of expression, it is necessary that the individual 
teachers should teach it. Unlike sewing or cooking, it is 
imperative that all the children should learn to be able to 
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draw, it being the foundation of all the arts and indus- 
tries. 

Drawing to be of any value should produce tangible 
results ; when writing, reading and speaking is taught, a 
number are usually produced in all schools able to write, 
read and speak correctly in the course of several years* 
training. Writing and speaking being modes of thought 
expression the children become able in various degrees to 
express their thoughts through these channels. Do they 
get such facility of expression in drawing? Do we not see 
many teachers who have been teaching certain systems five 
or eight years unable to draw even badly? Usually, most 
children, after four or five years schooling, acquire a dis- 
like for drawing, or at least for the work given under that 
head. After school life the large majority never show any 
interest, they get the idea that it requires "genius" or 
" talent," and that something is missing in their make-up. 
It is the universal experience of all who have considered 
the matter that drawing, as a mode of thought expression, 
is as easy as writing or speaking, and that there is nothing 
but false methods to prevent our having just as many 
pupils able to express themselves through drawing as we 
have good writers, readers and speakers. Under present 
methods great love for it and industry are of no avail ; 
mediocrity or dislike is usually the product obtained. 
This is the reason for the scarcity of pupils able to 
draw. 

Messonnier said : " To what heights might their 
intelligence be trained by simply teaching children to see. 
1 would have drawing made the basis of education in all 
schools ; it is the only language that can express all things. 
An outline, even if ill-shaped, conveys a more exact idea 
of a thing than the most harmonious sentence in the world. 
Drawing is absolute truth, and the language of truth 
should be taught everywhere." Again he says: "It 
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would be a great advantage to be ambidextrous. Children 
ought to be taught this habit.*' 

I quote these opinions because I desire to n^ake an 
earnest plea for more time for art work in the public 
schools. It is not fitting that the chief manufacturing city 
of the country should diminish the slight facilities already 
afforded for art and industrial work. The time for draw- 
ing and modeling should be increased. This can the more 
readily be done now since the investigation last June 
proved that the pupils in their general studies had advanced 
to a higher level than has before existed in the schools. 

Appended to this report will be found the course of 
instruction for children and teachers* classes and a synopti- 
cal table. Also, pictures illustrating methods.

OP THE 



Committee on Night Schools. 



To the Board of Public Education 

of ike First School District of Pennsylvania : — 

Ladies and Gentlemen : — In accordance with the 
custom of your Committee, the following report of the 
Night Schools for the term of 1896 and 1897 is herewith 
submitted : — 

From the day that opportunity was first given under 
the system of public instruction, for seekers after knowl- 
edge to make up in evening study that which they could not 
or would not obtain in their younger days, there has been 
no backward step in that branch of the department known 
as night-school work ; and to-day it can be said, without 
undue boastfulness, that these schools stand at their best, 
considering the many disadvantages under which work of 
this character must be conducted. This by no means indi- 
cates any spirit of contentment with the schools as they 
now exist; they have, as far as possible, been kept up to 
date, and it is the intention of your Committee that they 
shall, in all their methods, keep pace with the progress ot 
the age and broaden their usefulness with every passing 
year. 

Steadiness in study was never more apparent than in 
the term just ended. One significant result of the sea- 
son's work is shown in the fact that while there was a 
slight falling oiF in the total enrollment, as compared with 
the previous term, it was found, when the schools were 
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closed, there were two thousand more attendants than at 
the end of the preceding year. 

The night schools make themselves felt as a factor in 
bettering citizenship ; their influence extends to all sec- 
tions, and through them thousands gain newer and higher 
ideas of life and the duties that devolve upon them. In 
fiome schools work of a special character, such as would 
suggest itself to the teachers by reason of conditions and 
surroundings, was introduced, and beneficial results 
obtained. Practical use was made of the stereopticon, 
and frequent instructive exhibitions have been given 
by Principals and others who have volunteered their 
services. 

It is difficult to those who have not made a study ot 
the night school problem to comprehend the value of the 
work done therein. Probably at no time has there been 
so general and deep an interest among the members of the 
Board, as well as of local boards, in this evening adjunct 
to our system of education. It should also be stated that 
many members of Councils and an unusually large number 
of citizens have displayed their interests by their presence 
upon special occasions. It was at the closing exhibitions 
that enthusiasm over night school work (shared alike by 
both teachers and pupils) reached its highest point, and 
the praise was unstinted and universal. In no branch was 
this evidence more unmistakable than in the industrial 
schools, where results are more tangible than the teaching 
of the " three li's " and other forms of instiuction. The 
amount of good work done in these night sewing schools 
can, however, never be measured, and can only be partly 
guaged by the highly creditable exhibits and the grateful 
words of testimony from thousands of women and girls, 
many of whom have found a new means of earning a 
livelihood, and a large number have been able to bring 
economy and neatness into their own households, where 
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to-day the wearing apparel, for mother and child, is all 
made at home. 

An invitation to participate in an exhibition of school 
work, to be held in New York during the present month,, 
has been accepted, and to a committee of sewing teachers,, 
under the direction of Mrs. Epley, of the Henry Armitt 
Brown School, has been committed the task of preparing 
and superintending the exhibit that it is proposed to send 
to New York, and which will doubtless reflect credit upon 
our schools. 

At the beginning of the term, the attention of your 
Committee was called to the Act of Assembly passed in 
1895, entitled, " An Act to provide for the effectual pro- 
tection of the public health in the several municipalities of 
this Commonwealth.'* The Law Department was asked 
as to the application of said law to night schools, and in a 
lengthy opinion, under date of October 6, 1896, the City 
Solicitor decided that the law was applicable to night 
schoolR. This, no doubt, deterred many from applying for 
admission to the schools, and in a large measure accounts 
for the decrease in the enrollment as compared with last 
year. 

In order to comply with the law, certificates of vacci- 
nation were at once prepared and furnished to all who 
applied, which were properly signed by physicians, and 
deposited with the Principal of the school before the 
admission was granted. Much of the difficulty that was 
anticipated over the application of the vaccination law to 
night schools was obviated by the many physicians who 
rendered valuable service to the community by examining 
and certifying to the vaccination of night school regis- 
trants, free of charge, and the thanks of this Committee 
are hereby tendered to all physicians who so ably assisted 
the Committee in overcoming what at first appeared to be 
an insurmountable difficulty. 
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The term just closed began with the registratiou of 
pupils on October 12, 1896, and continued during the 
week, the regular routine work beginning on the following 
Monday, October 19th, and was continued, with the excep- 
tion of the holiday period, until February 24, 1897, making 
a term of eighteen weeks. Seventy-nine schools were 
opened, one more than last year. A glance at the tabu- 
lated statement, submitted herewith, shows a total enroll- 
ment of 24,549, of which 14,782 were men and boys, and 
9,767 women and girls. 

The number belonging at the end of the term was 
14,059 (males, 7,194; females, 6,865), an increase of 2,181 
over last year. 

The javerage attendance for the whole term was 
10,836, an increase of 1,055. The percentage of attend- 
ance was .68. 

There is a wide range in age of night school pupils, 
running from the small boy and girl (5,943 being under 
fifteen years of age) to those of mature years, there being 
sixty-eight who had passed the half-century mark of life. 
The average age of all pupils was nineteen years. The 
average age of those attending sewing night schools was 
twenty-one years. 

The constituency of the night schools, as indicated in the 
enrollment, presents the following interesting statement: —

Seventy-five per cent, native-born and 25 per cent- 
foreigners, an increase of 2 per cent, in the latter class over 
last year. 
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In accordance with the rule of the Committee, 5,754 
pupils were given certificates of merit, who had shown 
themselves 'worthy of such recognition.

Gentlemen. — The Twenty-eighth Annual Report of 
the Artisans' Night School is herein submitted : — 

Applicants for admission were registered on the 
evenings of October 12, 13, and 14, 1896. The school 
was opened on Monday evening, October 19th, with 302 
students and 11 instructors, including the Principal. The 
total registration for the season ending February 24, 1897, 
was 514. Of this number 10 were colored persons. In 
the enforcement of the law requiring a certificate of 
successful vaccination from all applicants under 21 years 
of age, we were very much indebted to Dr. E. S. Zieber, 
who kindly volunteered his services. Of those registered 
272 were 21 years of age or over, and the remainder, 242» 
being under 21 years of age, filed a certificate of successful 
vaccination. There were 15 others refused registration in 
consequence of failure to secure such certificate. 

The location of the school at Broad and Green streets^ 
renders it easily reached from all sections of the city. 

Applicants for admission were required to be males 
not under 18 years of age, to be engaged in some manual 
occupation, to read and write, and to have some knowledge 
of the elementary rules of arithmetic. The student has 
the following studies from which to make his selection : 
a course in Elementary Arithmetic and Grammar, one in 
Advanced Arithmetic and Grammar, one in Business 
Arithmetic and Penmanship, one in Reading, Composition, 
and Penmanship, one in Mechanical Drawing, one in 
Freehand and Architectural Drawing, one in Book-keep- 
ing, one in Algebra, one in Stenography, History and 
Civil Government, and one in Electricity. The elective

system was adopted in 1877, and has been productive of 
increased interest in the school. 

The following statistics show the number of appli- 
cants taking the several lines of study : — 

13 per cent, selected the course in Book-keeping. 

11 percent, selected the course in Arithmetic and Pen- 

manship. 

12 per cent, selected the course in Advanced Arithmetic 

and Grammar. 

11 per cent, selected the course in Elementary Arithmetic 

and Grammar. 

12 per cent, selected the course in Reading, Composition 

and Writing. 

8 per cent, selected the course in Mechanical Drawing. 

12 per cent, selected the course in Freehand and Archi- 
tectural Drawing. 

10 per cent, selected the course in Stenography, History 
and Civil Government. 

6 per cent, selected the course in Algebra. 

5 per cent, selected the course in Electricity. 

The school was open 48 nights, and certificates were 
awarded to 127 students, who had been in attendance not 
less than 75 per cent, of the whole number of nights the 
school was in session, and who had been distinguished for 
their commendable diligence in study. The average age 
of the students was 21f years. Of the whole number 46 
per cent, were from 18 to 20 years of age, 47^ per cent, 
from 21 to 30, 6 per cent, from 31 to 40, and J per cent. 
over 40. 

63 per cent, were born in Philadelphia, 10 per cent, 
in other parts of Pennsylvania, 12 per cent, in other States 
of the Union, and 15 per cent, were of foreign birth. 

Of the many occupations represented, 19 per cent. 
were engaged in the building trades; 19 per cent, were 
machinists, engineers, pattern makers, andiron workers; 
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23 per cent, were engaged in factories, stores and offices, 
and 39 per cent, in sundry occupations. 

The average attendance for the first period ending 
December 18, 1896, was 260, with an average number 
belonging of 334. 

The average attendnnce for the second period ending 
February 24, 1897, was 186, with an average number 
belonging of 259. 

The average attendance for the whole season was 225. 

The history of the Artisans' Night School shows that 
it has had'on its roll of instructors such men as Prof. Elibu 
Thomson and E. J. Houston, the distinguished electricians ; 
W. L. Sayre, Principal of the Central Manual Training 
School; W. A. Mason, Director of Drawing; Geo. X. 
CliiF, Principal Philadelphia Normal School; Geo. I. Riehe, 
ex-President Central High School ; Dr. Leffman, the expert 
chemist; Dr. Wahl, Secretary Franklin Institute, and 
others. 

The first term of the Artisans' School was opened in 
the Central High School, November, 1869, with six 
instructors, including Prof. Riche, Principal, and Prof. 
Z. Hopper, John Kern, D. W. Bartine, E. J. Houston and 
J. H. Warrington. 

The undersigned has been co^inected with the school 
for the entire series of twenty-eight years, the last twenty 
years of which as Principal. 

The school has steadily grown in its sphere of useful- 
ness, as is shown in the enlarged curriculum and in its 
corps of instructors almost twice as large as formerly. 

In resigning my connection with the school I desire 
to return my thanks to the Committee on Night Schools 
for the privilege of being engaged for many years in this 
noble work, and for their active labors in providing the 
means for the improvement of a class of young men, whose 
environments had deprived them of such opportunities in 
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their youth. In conclusion, I desire to add my testimony 
to the assistance aflTorded the Artisans' Night School by 
the late Edward T. Steel, and by our esteemed ex-Presi- 
dent Isaac A. Sheppard, and also by the Chairman of the 
Kight School Committee.

L 

Officers. 

Section 1. The officers of the Board shall be a 
President, Vice-President, Superintendent of Schools, and 
such number of Assistant Superintendents as the Board 
shall, from time to time, consider necessary ; a Secretary, 
an Assistant Secretary, and an Architect. 

Sfic. 2. The Officers, Clerks, Assistants to the Archi- 
tect, and Messenger, shall be elected annually at the 
meeting of the Board for organization. 

II. 

President. 

Section 1. The President shall preside at the meet- 
ings of the Board; name all committees, except when 
otherwise ordered by the Board ; be ex-officio member of 
all standing committees ; sign warrants and other papers 
that require the signature of the President, and call special 
meetings of the Board when requested, in writing, by 
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three members, or when such meetings shall, in his 
opinion, be necessary. 

Sec. 2. When the annual estimate of expenditures 
has been presented by the Committee on Estimates and 
adopted by the Board, the President shall cause the same 
to be transmitted to City Councils and the City Controller- 
and, at the proper time, make to Councils such explana, 
tions of the several items as may be required. 

III. 

Vice-President, 

Section 1. The Vice-President shall perform the 
duties of the President when the office of President is 
vacant, or the President is absent or unable to perform 
the duties, and when performing such duties shall be 
known as President pro tern. 

IV. 

Superintendent and his Assistants. 

Section 1. The Superintendent shall devote himself 
to the advancement of the interests of the public schools. 
In order that he may suggest appropriate measures for the 
improvement of the schools, he shall acquaint himself 
with the various school systems in operation, the best 
methods of teaching pursued, and with all matters pertain- 
ing to the organization and management of schools. 

Sec 2. The Superintendent, or his assistants, shall 
visit all the schools, examine as to their condition and 
progress, and see that all rules for their government are 
faithfully observed, and report to the Board, or the proper 
committees, any violation or neglect thereof. 

Sec 3. He shall impart to the teachers of the various 
schools any improvements in methods of teaching which 
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experience or observation may suggest ; and for the pur- 
pose of advising and conferring with the teachers at 
meetings to be held for such purpose, he may dismiss 
the grammar and consolidated schools two half days in 
each term, and all schools of lower grade four half 
days in each term, and shall have authority to call meet- 
ings of the teachers at other times, not during school 
hours. 

Sec. 4. He shall observe the operation of the " Graded 
Course of Instruction," see that it is followed by the 
teachers, and explain to them its requirements, and 
report, from time to time, to the Board or the Committee 
on Revision of Studies such changes in the Course as he 
may consider beneficial. 

Sec. 5. He shall visit the higher schools for the pur- 
pose of observing the operation of the courses of study 
therein, and shall suggest to the committees thereof 
whatever he may consider would be of advantage in the 
work of the schools or necessary to secure the most 
efficient training of the pupils. 

Sec 6. The Superintendent, or his assistants, under 
his direction, shall visit the divisions of the grammar and 
consolidated schools, and schools of lower grade, and make 
report to the Committee on Grammar, Secondary and 
Primary Schools of the result of their observation and 
inquiry as to the work of the schools and all matters 
connected therewith. 

Sec. 7. The Superintendent shall render such aid and 
communicate such information to the committees of the 
Board as they may require of him ; and shall attend the 
meetings of the Board, and any meeting of a committee 
when requested by the chairman thereof. 

Sec. 8. At the stated meeting in January he shall 
present to the Board a report of the work he has per- 
formed, with such facts relating to the condition of the

schools and such recommendations touching their eflSciencj 
and usefulness as he may deem advisable. 

Sec. 9. He shall suggest to the proper committee the 
forms for resristers, record bookp, reports, cards and blanks 
generally, used in the schools. 

Sec 10. He shall prepare a manual for the use of the 
teachers, and, from time to time, revise the same. Sach 
manual, and revisions thereof, shall be submitted to the 
Committee on Revision of Studies; and, through that 
Committee, shall be presented to the Board for its consid- 
eration and action. 

Sec. 11. The Assistant Superintendents shall perform 
such service and make such reports in connection with 
their duties as the Superintendent may require. In case of 
the sickness or absence of the Superintendent, the Com- 
mittee on Superintendence may designate one of the 
assistants to act in his place. 

Sec 12. Neither the Superintendent nor his Assist- 
ants shall have any pecuniary interest in any text-book or 
supplies used in the schools. 

V. 

Secretary. 

Section 1. The Secretary shall keep accurate minutes 
of the proceedings of the Board in a book provided for that 
purpose, and, when requested, shall act as secretary of 
standing committees; attest all warrants and instruments 
under seal of the Board ; preserve all books and papers 
placed in his care ; notify, in writing, the members of the 
Board of all meetings thereof, and the members of all com- 
mittees of their appointment; furnish the chairmen of 
special committees with a copy of the resolution appoint- 
ing the committee, and notify, in writing, the members of 
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committees of all meetings thereof. In ease of sickness 
or absence of the President and Vice-President, he shall, 
at the request, in writing, of three members, call special 
meetings of the Board. He shall have the care and custody 
of all supplies ordered by the Committee on Supplies 
and delivered to the Board, and whenever supplies are 
needed he shall report the fact to the Committee, and 
procure them, on its order, from the persons having con- 
tracts with the Board. He shall keep all accounts of the 
Board, and hold the same subject to the inspection of any 
member thereof. 

VI. 

Assistant Secretary and Qerks. 

Section 1. The Assistant Secretary and Clerks shall 
perform such duties as may be assigned to them by the 
Secretary. 

Sec. 2. The Assistant Secretary shall perform the 
duties of the Secretary when the office of Secretary is 
vacant, or the Secretary is absent, or unable to perform 
the duties, and when performing such duties shall be 
known as Secretary p'o tern.

Messenger. 

Section 1. The Messenger shall perform the duties 
belonging to the position of messenger, and such other 
duties as may bo assigned to him by the Secretary.

Stated Meetings. 

Section 1. The stated meetings of the Board shall be 
held on the second Tuesday of each month, at 3 o'clock 
P.M. 
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IX. 

Special Meetings. 

Section 1. The nature of the business to be trans- 
acted at a special meeting shall be stated in the call and 
notice for said meeting; and no business other than that 
stated in the call and notice shall be transacted, except by 
unanimous consent of the members present. 

X. 

Quorum, 

Section 1. Five members shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business, pursuant to Act of Feb- 
ruary 15, 1882, Section 1, as follows : — 

" Five members of the Controllers of the Public 
Schools for the City and County of Philadelphia eball 
constitute a quorum for the making of orders for the pay- 
ment of money, and the transaction of business generally, 
with the exception that no order for the payment of money 
shall be made at any special meeting of the Board unless 
a majority of the whole number be present."

In case 
of a vacancy in the Faculty, it shall recommend to the 
Board a suitable person to fill the same. 

Sec 2. The Committee shall recommend to the Board 
the conferring of the degree of Bachelor of Arts or of Bach- 
elor of Science, upon all pupils who shall have meritori- 
ously completed the required course ; and the degree of 
Master of Arts upon all graduates who have the degree 
of Bachelor of Arts, and the degree of Master of Science 
upon all graduates who have the degree of Bachelor of 
Science, of not less than five years' standing, and who are, 
in the opinion of the Committee, worthy of such distinc- 
tion. 

Sec. 3. All graduates of the school who have obtained 
the degree of Bachelor of Arts, or Bachelor of Science, 
and all graduates of any school having a course of study 
equivalent to that of the Central High School, and all 
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graduates of the Manual Training Schools who enter, and 
complete the work of, the Senior Class of the Central High 
School, shall be admitted to the School of Pedagogy upon 
the approval of its Faculty as to the fitness of the applicant 
for admission. 

Sec. 4. The Committee shall certify to the Committee 
on Qualification of Teachers the names and averages of the 
members of the graduating class of the School of Peda- 
gogy.

Committee on Philadelphia Nomial School for Girls. 

Sbction 1. The Committee on Philadelphia Normal 
School for Girls shall visit the school, keep regular 
minutes of its proceedings, and report annually the state 
of the school. In case of a vacancy in the Faculty, it 
shall recommend to the Board a suitable person to fill the 
same. 

Sbc. 2. The Committee shall certify to the Committee 
on Qualification of Teachers the names and averages of 
the members of the graduating class, and the particular 
certificate to which each graduate shall be entitled. 

Sec. 3. The Committee shall certify to the Committee 
on Qualification of Teachers the names and averages of the 
members of the graduating class who shall have obtained 
a general average of not less than 80 per cent, for work in 
sewing, theoretical and practical. 

XV. 

Committee on High School for Girls. 

Section 1. The Committee on High School for Girls 
shall visit the school, keep regular minutes of its proceed- 
ings, and report annually the state of the school. In case 
of a vacancy in the Faculty, it shall recommend to the 
Board a suitable person to fill the same. 
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Sec. 2. The Committee shall award a diploma to soch 
of the pupils as shall properly complete the course of 
study pursued by them, and shall certify to the Com- 
mittee on Philadelphia Normal School for Girls the names 
of the pupils who have completed the General or Classical 
Course, and received at the examination for graduation a 
general average of not less than 70 per cent. 

XVI. 

Committees on the Manual Training Schools. 

Section 1. The Committees on the Manual Training 
Schools shall respectively visit the schools, keep regular 
minutes of their proceedings, and report annually the state 
of the schools. In case of a vacancy in the Faculty ot 
either school, the proper Committee shall recommend to 
the Board a suitable person to fill the same. 

Sec. 2. The respective Committees shall award diplo- 
mas to such of the pupils as shall properly complete the 
course of study.. 

XVII. 

Committee on Industrial Art Education. 

Section 1. The Committee on Industrial Art Educa- 
tion shall visit the school, keep regular minutes of its pro- 
ceedings, and report annually the state of the school. It 
shall recommend to the Board all persons who may be 
needed as teachers in the bchool.

Committee on James Forten Elementary Manual Training 

School. 

Section 1. The Committee on James Forten Element- 
ary Manual Training School shall visit the school, keep 
regular minutes of its proceedings, and report annually

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the state of the school. It shall recommend to the Board 
all persons who may be needed as teachers in the school. 

XIX. 

Committee on Grammar ^ Secondary and Primary Schools. 

Section 1. All applications for the establishment of 
new schools, kindergartens, or new divisions, or the discon- 
tinuance of schools, kindergartens, or divisions, or the 
change of grade, class, or designation, of any school, or 
change of salary of a teacher or janitor, and all elections 
of teachers, shall be referred to the Committee on Gram- 
mar, Secondary and Primary Schools, to report upon the 
same to the Board. 

Sec 2. When any election or promotion of a teacher 
is reported to the Board, the Committee shall ascertain 
whether the same is in accordance with the By-Laws and 
Rules of the Board, and, if so, the Committee shall make 
report to the Board, recommending that the name of the 
teacher so elected or promoted shall be certified to the 
City Controller as "properly qualified," and that the name 
be placed upon the pay-roll of the Board. If the Committee 
shall find that such election or promotion is not in accord- 
ance with the By-Laws and Rules of the Board, it shall 
make report to the Board, stating the disqualifying cause. 

Sec 3. The Committee shall have general charge ot 
the study of sewing in the schools, and, subject to the 
approval of the Board, shall designate the grades and hours 
in which sewing shall be taught. 

The Committee shall determine the qualification of 
candidates for the position of teacher of sewing by exami- 
nation, under the direction of the Superintendent, and shall 
report to the Committee on Qualification of Teachers 
the names of the persons found to be competent. 
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Sec. 4. When any division of a school, or an entire 
school, shall have been reported to the Committee by the 
Superintendent as unsatisfactory, or any teacher shall have 
been reported as having failed in the performance of his 
or her duty, the Committee shall call the attention of the 
Sectional Board to the fact, and request such Board to 
take the necessary steps to improve the condition of the 
division or school, or to take proper action with reference 
to the teacher reported; and the Committee may require 
the Superintendent to furnish such information as may be 
necessary to enable the Sectional Board to deal properly 
with the case reported. If no action shall be taken by 
the Sectional Board within two months, or if the action 
taken be not satisfactory to the Committee, and the 
same division or teacher shall be again so reported, the 
Committee shall notify the Sectional Board of the second 
report of the Superintendent, and that the Committee 
will, at the second meeting thereafter, report to the Board 
that the welfare of the pupils of such division or school 
requires that the name or names of the teacher or teachers 
who have been reported by the Superintendent as respon- 
fiible for such results shall be stricken from the pay-roll of 
the Board of Public Education. 

Whenever the Committee shall so report to the Board, 
such report shall be approved by the Board, unless other- 
wise ordered by a vote of two-thirds of the whole number 
of members thereof. 

Sec. 6. The Committee shall report to the Board all 
schools in which there are more teachers than the average 
attendance of pupils required by rule of the Board will 
warrant. 

Sec. 6. When charges, relating to or affecting personal 
character, shall be preferred against a teacher holding a 
position in any school, such charges shall be referred, for 
investigation, to the Committee on Grammar, Secondary 
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and Primary Schools. The Committee shall notify the 
teacher charged of the time and place of the meeting for 
investigation, furnish said teacher with a verbatim copy 
of the charges to be investigated, and invite said teacher 
to be present at the investigation and make whatever 
defence he or she may have. The person or persons 
making the charges, and all the witnesses, shall be ex- 
amined under oath or affirmation. The Committee shall 
report to the Board the result of its investigation, together 
with all the evidence taken, with such recommendation as 
the Committee may deem proper. 

If the charge shall be of a serious character, and the 
Committee shall find that it has been proved by the evi- 
dence submitted, the report shall contain a recommenda- 
tion that the name of the teacher shall be stricken from 
the pay-roll of the Board. 

XX. 

Committee on Property. 

Section 1. The Committee on Property shall have the 
supervision of the erection of all school-houses, and also 
of all repairs, improvements and alterations; except in 
the case of the buildings under the immediate charge of 
the Committees of the Board. The Committee may waive 
security in cases where the contract is under five hundred 
dollars. 

Sec. 2. When a new school is to be opened, or the 
location of a school is to be changed, whereby a rented 
building is needed, the Committee on Property shall first 
approve of the rent required for the same. 

Sec. 3. The Committee shall, from time to time, 
inspect the buildings under the control of the Board, and 
report the condition of the same, and shall have all build- 
ings and other property insured in such amounts as it may 
deem desirable. 
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Sec. 4. The Committee shall make a report in writing 
to the Board, at every stated meeting, of all its transactions, 
in which report shall be set forth, in detail, each contract 
made during the preceding month. 

Sec. 5. The Committee shall make rules and regula- 
tions as to the qualifications and duties of janitors, to be 
approved by the Board. 

If any janitor shall, in the opinion of the Committee, 
be unfit for the position, such person shall be reported to 
the Board for dismissal. 

Sec 6. The Committee shall recommend to the Board 
the names of all school buildings, but no building shall be 
named after a living person. 

XXI. 

Committee on Supplies. 

Section 1. The Committee on Supplies shall, annu- 
all}^ in the month of November, cause to be inserted in 
three daily papers of the City of Philadelphia an adver- 
tisement asking proposals for furnishing all necessary 
books, stationery, pupils' and janitors* supplies, and also for 
the printing of all blanks for use of the schools, by sample, 
for the ensuing year. One month prior to making such 
advertisement for proposals for the supply of pens, pen- 
holders, ink, ink-wells and stands, slates (other than 
silicate), slate and soapstone pencils, lead-pencils, rubbers, 
chalk, paper, and plain copy books, the Committee shall, 
whenever practicable, select at least three suitable samples 
of the same, which samples shall be exhibited, at the office 
of the Board, to intending bidders. 

Said proposals shall be directed to the President, 
and be opened by him in the presence of the Board at 
the stated meeting in December, and the contracts therefor 
shall be awarded to the lowest bidders; Provided, haweveTy 
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That no contract shall be awarded unless such proposals 
be accompanied by a certificate from the City Solicitor that 
the provisions of an ordinance approved May 25, 1860, 
have been complied with. 

Sec. 2. The Committee shall, annually, in the month 
of May, and at such other times as may be necessary, 
cause to be inserted in three daily papers of the City of 
Philadelphia an advertisement asking proposals for the 
furnishing of fuel. Such advertisement shall contain 
the following condition, which shall be inserted in every 
contract for the delivery of the coal, viz. : " Each ton of 
coal shall be weighed at the place of delivery in the pres- 
ence of a proper person, to be appointed by the Committee 
on Supplies, who shall keep an accurate account of each 
load of coal delivered, and its exact weight. No bill for 
coal shall be approved unless accompanied by affidavit of 
the weigher, setting forth by what contractor the coal was 
delivered, the date of delivery of each load, the number 
of tons, and the quality, and whether weighed at place of 
delivery." Printed forms of said affidavit shall be furn- 
ished by the Committee. 

Sec 3. The Committee shall hold monthly meetings, 
keep regular minutes of its proceedings, and make a report, 
in writing, at the stated meetings of the Board in July and 
December, of the amount of books and stationery on hand. 

Sec. 4. The Committee, at the commencement of 
each year, shall apportion to each school its proportion of 
the appropriation for books and stationery for the current 
year, such apportionment to be based upon the number 
of pupils in the respective schools. 

Sec 5. The Committee is empowered, in the event 
of improper interference by agents, unauthorized bodies 
or others, with the selection by the teachers of books or 
other supplies, to withhold the books or other supplies in 
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behalf of which such interference has been made, and 
report its action to the Board. 

XXII. 

Commutes on Accounts. 

Section 1. The Committee on Accounts shall examine 
and report all bills and accounts, when properly attested, 
fipom the committees of the Board and from Sectional 
Boards. No bill of any Sectional Board shall be sanc- 
tioned unless the same shall have been approved by it, 
at a meeting thereof, and shall be in accordance with 
the Rules of the Board of Public Education. 

xxin. 

Committee on Revision of Studies, 

Section 1. The Committee on Revision of Studies 
shall observe the operation of the " Graded Course of 
Study,*' and recommend, from time to time, what change, 
if any, may be desirable. 

XXIV. 
Committee on Qualification of Teachers. 

Section 1. The Committee on Qualification of Teach- 
ers shall hold annual examinations of such persons as 
may apply for Certificates of Qualification to teach in 
the Public Schools of the First School District of Penn- 
sylvania, on the second Wednesday, and the following 
Thursday, Friday, Monday and Tuesday, of April. Special 
examinations shall be held at such times as the Board 
may direct. The Superintendent and his Assistants shall 
conduct such examinations under the direction of the 
Committee. 

No pupil of a public school shall attend any of said 
examinations, nor any person under the age of eighteen

years. Applicants must register at the Superintendent's 
oflEice at least three days prior to the examination. 

Sec. 2. When the results of an examination so held 
shall be ascertained, the names of the successfiil applicants 
shall be reported to the Board at its next stated meeting. 
A permanent record of the examination, showing the names 
and ages of the applicants, their experience in teaching, 
average in each branch, and the general average obtained 
by each applicant, shall be kept in the office of the Board. 

Sec. 3. The Committee shall award to each of the 
successful applicants who attend such annual or special 
examinations one of the following certificates, viz. : Super- 
vising Principal's, Principal's, Assistant's, and Kinder- 
garten Principal's. 

Sec. 4. Applicants for the Supervising Principal's 
Certificate shall be examined in the following subjects : — 

Educational Psychology, 

History of Education, 

Theory and Practice of Teaching, and 

School Economy ; 
and must obtain an average of not less than 60 per cent, 
in any subject, and a general average of not less than 
80 per cent, in all the subjects. Said examinations may 
be partly oral and partly written. 

Sec. 5. Applicants for the Principal's and the Assist- 
ant's Certificate shall be examined upon one set of ques- 
tions in the following subjects : — 

Reading, 

Spelling, 

Penmanship, 

Drawing, 

Grammar and Composition, 

Arithmetic and Mensuration, 

Geography (Descriptive and Physical), 
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United States History and Civil Government (includ- 
ing Constitutions of United States and Pennsylvania), 

Physiology and Hygiene; firsty the general subject; 
second^ with special reference to the effects of alcoholic 
drinks, stimulants and narcotics upon the human system, 

Natural History, 

Algebra, 

Physics, 

English Literature, 

Theory and Practice of Teaching, 

Plane Geometry, 

Elements of Psychology; 
and must obtain an average of not less than 70 per cent, 
in Reading, Spelling, Grammar and Composition, Arith- 
metic and Mensuration, Penmanship, Drawing, Geography 
(Descriptive and Physical), United States History and Civil 
Government, and Theory and Practice of Teaching, and 
not less than 50 per cent, in any other subject, and a general 
average of not less than 80 per cent, in all the subjects, to 
be entitled to a Principal's Certificate; and an average of 
not less than 60 per cent, in Reading, Spelling, Grammar 
and Composition, Arithmetic and Mensuration, Penman- 
ship, Drawing, Geography (Descriptive and Physical), 
United States History and Civil Government, and Theory 
and Practice of Teaching, and not less than 50 per cent, 
in any other subject, and a general average of not less than 
70 per cent, in all the subjects, to be entitled to an Assist- 
ant's Certificate. 

Sec. 6. Applicants for the Kindergarten PrincipaKs 
Certificate shall be examined in the following subjects:— 

History of Education, 

Educational Psychology, 

Theory and Practice of Teaching, 

School Economy, 

Physiology, 
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Philosophy ot Education, 

Philosophy and Methods of the Kindergarten. 

The Theory and Practice of Teaching will include: — 

Methods of Instruction in Language, 

Elements of Zoology and Botany, 

Elements of Physical Geography, 

Geometric Forms, 

Vocal Music, 

Drawing and Modeling; 

and must obtain a general average of not less than 80 
per cent, in all the subjects, and an average of not less 
than 60 per cent, in any subject, to be entitled to a Kinder- 
garten Principal's Certificate. 

No one shall be permitted to attend the examination 
for a Kindergarten Certificate, unless she shall have fur- 
nished satisfactory proof of the fact that she is a graduate 
of a high school of good rank, or that she has had at least 
an equivalent education in some other school or institution 
of recognized standing. 

An "equivalent education '\ shall be regarded as 
embracing a fair knowledge of the following subjects : 
English (including Orthography, Grammar and Compo- 
sition), English Literature, Arithmetic, Physical Geog- 
raphy, Algebra through quadratics. Plane Geometry, 
General History, Elements of Natural History, Elements 
of Physics, Latin Grammar and two books of Csesar, or 
its equivalent in French or German. 

The " proof" required may be a certificate or diploma 
from such a school or institution as meets the requirements 
of the Rule, showing that the candidate has the " equiva- 
lent education " above referred to. Where there is no 
certificate or diploma showing graduation at a school or 
institution, covering the above-named subjects, the 
"equivalent education " shall be determined by an exami- 
nation by the Superintendent, upon the subjects named in 
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the immediately preceding paragraph, a fair knowledge of 
them being determined by a general average of not lees 
than 70 per cent., and an average of not less than 50 per 
cent, in any subject. 

Sec. 7. All certificates, excepting Supervising Prin- 
cipals' Certificates, awarded at such annual or special 
examinations shall be Trial Certificates, and shall be- 
come void at the expiration of one year from the day on 
which the holder thereof shall begin teaching as a regularly 
elected teacher in any public school of this District, unless 
within that time his or her teaching shall be reported as 
satisfactory by the Superintendent, and such report be 
approved by the Board ; in which event a Permanent 
Certificate shall be granted in place of the Trial Certificate. 

Sbc. 8. The Committee shall award a Principal's Cer- 
tificate to each graduate of the Philadelphia Normal School 
for Girls who shall have completed the full course of study 
and practice in said school with a general average of not 
less than 85 per cent, for scholarship, and not less than 85 
per cent, for her work as a teacher in the School of Prac- 
tice, and an average of not less than 60 per cent, in any 
subject ; and an Assistant's Certificate to each graduate who 
shall have completed said course with a general average of 
less than 85 per cent., and not less than 70 per cent., for 
scholarship, or less than 85 per cent., and not less than 70 
per cent., for her work in the School of Practice, and an 
average of not less than 60 per cent, in any subject 

Sec 9. The Committee shall award a Trial Assist- 
ant's Certificate to each graduate of the Philadelphia 
Normal School for Girls who shall have obtained an aver- 
age of not less than 70 per cent, for scholarship, and not 
less than 60 per cent, in any subject, but who shall have 
failed to obtain an average of 70 per cent, for her work in 
the School of Practice. This certificate shall become void 
at the expiration of one year from the day on which the 
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holder thereof shall begin teaching as a regularly elected 
teacher in any public school of this District, unless within 
that time her teaching shall be reported as satisfactory by 
the Superintendent, and such report be approved by the 
Board ; in which event a Permanent Assistant's Certificate 
shall be granted in place of the Trial Certificate. 

Sec. 10. The Committee shall award a Kindergarten 
Principal's Certificate to each graduate of the Philadelphia 
Normal School for Girls who shall have completed the full 
course of study and practice in said school with a general 
average of not less than 85 per cent, for scholarship and a 
general average of not less than 85 per cent, for her work 
as a teacher in the Kindergartens of said school, and an 
average of not less than 60 per cent, in any subject; and 
who shall be certified by the Committee on said school as 
having pursued the special Kindergarten course of the 
school. 

Sec. 11. The Committee shall award a Trial Sewing 
Certificate to each person reported by the Committee on 
Grammar, Secondary and Primary Schools to be entitled 
thereto, and to each member of the graduating class of 
the Philadelphia Normal School for Girls who shall have 
obtained a general average of not less than 80 per cent, 
for her work, theoretical and practical, in this branch of 
study. This certificate shall become void at the expiration 
of one year from the day on which the holder thereof 
shall begin teaching as a regularly elected teacher of sew- 
ing in any public school of this District, unless within 
that time her teaching shall be reported as satisfactory by 
the Superintendent, and such report be approved by the 
Board ; in which event a Permanent Certificate shall be 
granted in place of the Trial Certificate. 

Sec 12. The Committee shall award a Trial Collegiate 
Certificate to each graduate of the School of Pedagogy who 
shall have completed the full course of study and practice 
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therein, with a general average of not less than 85 per cent., 
and an average of not less than 60 per cent, in any subject, 
at the final examination. This certificate shall become 
void at the expiration of one 3^ear from the day on which 
the holder thereof shall begin teaching as a regularly 
elected teacher in any public school of this District, unless 
within that time his teaching shall be reported as satis- 
factory by the Superintendent, and such report be ap- 
proved by the Board ; in which event a Permanent 
Certificate shall be granted in place of a Trial Certificate. 

XXV. 

Eligibility of Certificates. 
Section 1. The holder of a Supervising Principars 
Certificate and a Principal's Certificate who has had not less 
than five years of approved experience as a teacher in the 
public schools of this District, which shall be certified to by 
the Superintendent, shall, unless otherwise disqualified by 
a By-Law or Rule of the Board, be eligible to the position 
of Supervising Principal of any school or combination of 
schools which shall be organized under a Supervising 
Principal. 

Sec 2. The holder of a Supervising Principal's Cer- 
tificate and an Assistant's Certificate, who has had not less 
than three years of approved experience as a teacher in the 
public schools of this District, which shall be certified to by 
the Superintendent, shall, unless otherwise disqualified by 
a By-Law or Rule of the Board, be eligible to the position 
of Supervising Principal of any school or combination of 
schools organized under a Supervising Principal, which 
does not contain grammar grades. 

Sec. 3. The holder of a Principal's Certificate shall, 
unless otherwise disqualified by a By-Law or Rule of 
the Board, be immediately eligible to any position in 
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the schools, excepting that of Principal; after one year's 
experience in teaching in the public schools of this District, 
which shall meet with the approval of the Committee on 
Grammar, Secondary and Primary Schools, shall be eligible 
to the Principalship of a primary school ; after two years' 
like experience, to the Principalship of a secondary school ; 
and after three years' like experience, to the Principalship 
of a grammar school ; Provided^ however^ That the holder 
of such certificate shall not be eligible to the Principalship 
of any school unless he or she shall be at least twenty-one 
years of age; And^ provided further, That male teachers 
only shall be eligible to the Supervising Principalship 
or Principalship of a grammar school for boys, a mixed 
grammar school, a consolidated school having three or 
more grammar divisions, or a combined school containing 
a grammar school for boys or a mixed grammar school. 

Sec. 4. The holder of an Assistant's Certificate shall, 
unless otherwise disqualified by a By-Law or Rule of 
the Board, be immediately eligible to a position as assist- 
ant in any school ; and after three years' experience in 
teaching in the public schools of this District, which shall 
meet with the approval of the Committee on Grammar, 
Secondary and Primary Schools, shall be eligible to the 
Principalship of a primary or secondary school. 

Sec. 5. The holder of a third or fourth grade certifi- 
cate, issued by the Board prior to the year 1869, shall, 
unless otherwise disqualified by a By-Law or Rule of 
the Board, be eligible to any position in a primary or 
secondary school, excepting that of Principal ; and, after 
three years' experience in teaching in the public schools 
of this District, which shall meet with the approval of 
the Committee on Grammar, Secondary and Primary 
Schools, shall be eligible to the position of Principal of 
a primary or secondary school, or Assistant in a grammar 
school. 
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Sec. 6. The holder of a Kindergarten Principars 
Certificate shall be eligible to the position of Principal of 
a Kindergarten. 

The holder of a Kindergarten Assistant's Certificate, 
issued by the Board prior to the year 1897, shall be eligi- 
ble to the position of assistant in any Kindergarten; and, 
after three years' experience as a teacher in a Public 
Kindergarten of this District, which shall meet with the 
approval of the Committee on Grammar, Secondary and 
Primary Schools, shall be eligible to the position of Prin- 
cipal of a Kindergarten. 

Sec. 7. The holder of a Collegiate Certificate shall be 
eligible immediately to any position in the schools except- 
ing that of Principal ; and after one year's experience in 
teaching in the public schools of this District, which shall 
meet with the approval of the Committee on Grammar, 
Secondary and Primary Schools, shall be eligible to the 
Principalship of a primary school ; after two years' like 
experience, to the Principalship of a secondary school; 
and after three years' like experience, to the Principalship 
of a grammar school or a consolidated school. 

Whenever a vacancy occurs in the eleventh or twelfth 
grade of a boys' grammar school, or in the eleventh or 
twelfth grade, having boys only, of a school organized under 
a Supervising Principal, by reason of the death or resigna- 
tion of a teacher, or whenever such anew eleventh or twelfth 
grade is created in either of such schools, no person other 
than the holder of a Collegiate Certificate shall be eligible 
thereto. In all other cases of vacancies in any of the grades 
or in any position, the holder of a Collegiate Certificate 
shall, subject to the provision in regard to experience, be 
eligible, but without preference or distinction in his 
behalf. 

When, on account of promotions, an additional divis- 
ion of eleventh or twelfth grade is required in a boys' 
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grammar school, or in the eleventh or twelfth grade, hav- 
ing boys only, of a school organized under a Supervising 
Principal, without adding to the total number of divisions 
in the school, any teacher in the school may, subject to the 
approval of the Committee on Grammar, Secondary and 
Primary Schools, be assigned to teach such additional 
division during the continuance of the then current term, 
but at the end of the said term the said teacher must 
resume his or her regular work. 

If, on account of a temporary excess of numbers in 
the eleventh or twelfth grade of a boys' grammar school, 
or in the eleventh or twelfth grade, having boys only, of a 
school organized under a Supervising Principal, it shall 
become necessary for the time being to assign part of the 
pupils in either or both of those grades to the teacher of 
another grammar grade in the same school, such assign- 
ment may be authorized by the Committee on Grammar, 
Secondary and Primary Schools during the continuance of 
the then current term. . 

Sec. 8. To be eligible to the position of Principal 
of a consolidated school of four or more divisions, the 
person must be the holder of a Principal's Certificate, and 
must have had three years' experience in teaching in the 
public schools of this District, which shall meet with the 
approval of the Committee on Grammar, Secondary and 
Primary Schools, and not be otherwise disqualified by a 
By-Law or Rule of the Board. The holder of an Assist- 
ant's Certificate, who shall have had three years' like 
experience, and not otherwise disqualified by a By-Law 
or Rule of the Board, shall be eligible to the position of 
Principal of a consolidated school of less than four 
divisions. 

Sec. 9. The holder of a first grade certificate, issued 
by the Board prior to the year 1869, shall be entitled to 
exchange such certificate for a Principal's Certificate. 
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The holder of a second grade certificate, issaed 
by the Board prior to the year 1869, shall be entitled 
to exchange such certificate for an Assistant's Certifi- 
cate. 

The holder of a second, third, or fourth class certifi- 
cate, issued by the Board prior to the year 1869, who 
obtained an average of not less than 75 per cent, at an 
examination, shall be entitled to exchange such certificate 
for a Principal's Certificate ; Provided^ That the applicant 
was examined in all the branches of study upon which the 
applicants for first-class certificates were examined. 

Sec. 10. The holder of a Permanent Assistant's Certifi- 
cate may, after not less than five years' service as a teacher 
in the public schools of this District, make application to the 
Committee on Qualification of Teachers for the award of 
a Principal's Certificate in place of the Assistant's Certifi- 
cate. A Principal's Certificate shall be awarded to the 
applicant in case (1) the Superintendent of Schools shall 
certify that, in his opinion, such applicant has, by his or 
her work as a teacher, proved himself or herself worthy 
of a Principal's Certificate ; and (2), it shall appear from 
the records of the Board that said applicant, at the 
examination at w^hich said Assistant's Certificate was 
granted, was examined upon all the branches of study 
upon which applicants for Principal's, or first class, Cer- 
tificates were then examined, and obtained a general aver- 
age of not less than 75 per cent. If the applicant shall be 
a graduate of the late Normal School, and shall have 
obtained her certificate upon her average at the examina- 
tion for graduation, or upon that average in conjunction 
with her average for scholarship and teaching during the 
fourth year, it must appear that such applicant obtained a 
general average of not less than 75 per cent, at the exami- 
nation for graduation. If the applicant shall be a graduate 
of the present Philadelphia Normal School for Girls, it must 
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appear by a certificate from the Committee on that school 
that she completed the full course of study and practice in 
said school with a general average of not less than 80 per 
cent, for scholarship, and not less than 70 per cent, for her 
work in the School of Practice. 

Sec. 11. The holder of a Permanent Assistant's Cer- 
tificate who shall have been a Supervising Principal for 
five years, shall be awarded a Principal's Certificate upon 
application to the Committee on Qualification of Teachers 
and the certificate of the Superintendent that, in his opin- 
ion, such applicant has by his or her work proved himself 
or herself entitled thereto. 

Sec. 12. The holder of a Trial Certificate shall be 
eligible to anj' position which the grade of the certificate 
would, if a Permanent Certificate, entitle him or her to 
occupy. 

XXVI. 

Requisite Qualifications for Position of Teacher. 

Section 1. No person shall be elected to the position 
of teacher, or be employed as a substitute, unless he or 
she shall have received the certificate required by the 
By-Laws and Kules of the Board ; Provided^ That teachers 
w^ho were duly elected prior to the passage of the Act of 
Assembly, approved February 17, 1865, relative to the 
examination of teachers of the First School District, and 
who do not hold either a Principal's or Assistant's Cer- 
tificate, may be continued in the positions which they, 
respectively, held at the time of the passage of the said 
act, or may be elected to any other position to which the 
holder of an Assistant's Certificate is eligible ; And provided 
furiheTj That this By-Law shall not apply to Sections 
exempted from its requirements by Act of Assembly. 

Sec. 2. No person not of good character or habits, 
nor any person who by reason of ill-health, extreme age. 
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or other cause, is incompetent to discharge the duties, 
shall be elected a teacher in any school. 

Sec. 3. No person elected a teacher shall be entitled 
to any of the rights, privileges or emoluments pertaining 
to such election, until the same be reported to and approved 
by the Board. 

XXVII. 

Committee on Text-Books. 

Section 1. The Committee on Text-Books shall con- 
sider applications, referred to them by the Board, for the 
introduction of new text-books or other publications, or a 
revised or amended edition of any in use. The Committee 
shall examine the same thoroughly, and make a written 
report to the Board of such books, orother publications, as 
shall be favorably acted upon ; Provided, That in no case 
shall the Committee make a report upon any book or publi- 
cation, unless each member of the Board has been furnished 
with a copy thereof, for examination, accompanied with 
a statement of the price at which the book will be supplied 
to the Board, at least two months previous to the time of 
making said report. 

Sec 2. No new book, or other publication, shall be 
added to the school list except upon the recommendation 
of the Committee, and a two-thirds vote of the whole 
number of members of the Board. The Committee shall, 
before recommending the introduction of any new book, 
or recommending a change in any book or series of books, 
determine whether such recommendation is in accordance 
with the Act of Assembly which forbids any change to be 
made in school-Books, or series of text-books, more than 
once in every period of three years. 

Sec. 3. The Committee shall report to the Board, 
books or other publications that, in the opinion of the 
Committee, ought not to be retained on the list. 
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Sec. 4. All bookfl or publications adopted by the 
Board shall go upon the list on the Ist day of January 
suoceeding the time of such adoption. 

xxvm. • 

Committee on Office. 

Section 1. The Committee on Office shall have general 
supervision of the office and rooms of the Board, and of 
the office employees; determine what books shall be 
opened; prescribe the manner in which the records of the 
office shall be kept; report the amount and kind of cleri- 
cal and other working force that may be required from 
time to time; regulate and assign the clerical duties of 
the office ; have control of the general items for carriage 
hire, advertising and printing; and purchase all articles 
necessary for the use of the Board not otherwise pro- 
vided for. All bills for such expenses shall be approved by 
the Committee before they shall be allowed by the Com- 
mittee on Accounts. 

Sec 2. The Committee shall take such action upon 
the temporary closing of schools, as may be provided for 
in the Rules of the Board. 

XXIX. 

Committee on Estimates. 

Section 1. The Committee on Estimates shall visit, 
annually, each of the school buildings, and ascertain the 
repairs, additions and improvements necessary to be 
made ; examine the surroundings of the school rooms and 
determine what is required for the convenience, health and 
comfort of the pupils, and for the preservation of the prop- 
erty. 

Sec 2. The Committee shall report to the Board, in 
due time, a detailed statement, showing the estimated. 
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expenses of the Board for the coming year. This report 
shall be in proper form for transmission to City Councils 
and the City Controller. 

Sec. 3. The Secretary of the Board shall notify each 
Sectional Board, at Ifeast thirty days prior to the first day of 
June, in each y^ar, to report to the Board not later than 
that date a detailed statement of all items of repairs needed 
in the respective Sections, with the probable cost of each 
item. 

XXX. 

Committee on Superintendence. 

Section 1. The Committee on Superintendence sball, 
whenever in the opinion of the Committee it may be advis- 
able for the Board to elect an Assistant Superintendent, 
make report to the Board, stating the fact and suggest- 
ing the salary which such officer or officers ought to 
receive. If the Board shall adopt such report, it shall 
thereupon become the duty of the Superint>endent to 
submit to the Committee on Superintendence, for con- 
sideration and recommendation to the Board for con- 
firmation, the name or names of one or more person or 
persons whom he considers properly qualified for such 
office. All re-appointments of Assistant Superintendents, 
whose terms of office shall have expired, and all appoint- 
ments to fill vacancies, shall be made in like manner. 

XXXI. 

The Committee on Scholarships. 

Section 1. The Committee on Scholarships shall 
report to the Board such award of all scholarships at 
the disposal of the Board as, in its judgment, will make 
provision for the most meritorious pupils. In determin- 
ing such award, the Committee shall give full considera- 
tion to any recommendations that may be made by the 
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respective Committees on the higher schools. Except for 
sufficient cause, preference shall be given to the pupils 
having the highest graduation averages, and in the order 
of these averages. 

XXXII. 

Committee on By-Laws and Rules. 

Section 1. All proposed amendments, alterations and 
additions to the By-Laws and Rules of the Board shall 
be referred to the Committee on By-Laws and Rules. 
No amendment, alteration or addition, shall originate in 
the Committee. 

XXXIII. 

Committee on Hygiene, 

Section 1. The Committee on Hygiene shall confer 
with the Committee on Property upon matters pertaining 
to hygiene and sanitation in the construction and improve- 
ment of school buildings. 

XXXIV. 

Committee on Music. 

Section 1. The Committee on Music shall have charge 
of all matters pertaining to the study of music in the 
schools. Instruction therein, in addition to that given by 
the regular teachers, shall be given by a Director and as 
many special teachers as the Board, on recommendation 
of the Committee, may deem necessary. 

Sbc. 2. The salaries of the Director and special 
teachers shall be fixed by the Committee, subject to the 
approval of the Board. 

Sec 3. The Superintendent shall submit to the Com- 
mittee on Music the name or names of one or more persons 
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whom he considers properly qualified for each of the posi- 
tions, Director and special teachers, and the Committee 
shall therefrom recommend to the Board the persons to fill 
such positions. 

Sec. 4. The Committee, in conjunction with the Super- 
intendent and the Director, shall provide for a graded 
course of instruction in the theory and practice of music 
in the elementary schools. 

Sbc. 5. The Committee may require the teachers to 
meet the Director for instruction at such times as the 
Superintendent may determine. 

XXXV. 

IVie Committee on Cooking. 

Section 1. The Committee on Cooking shall have 
charge of the Cooking Classes, and shall recommend suit- 
able persons as teachers thereof. 

Sec. 2. The Committee shall organize such additional 
classes as may be authorized by the Board. 

XXXVI. 

The Committee on Compulsory Education. 

Section 1. The Committee on Compulsory Education 
shall provide for the execution of the State laws relating to 
compulsory education, and shall recommend such measures 
to the Board as may be necessary in connection therewith. 

Sec 2. The Committee shall recommend to the Board 
suitable persons for attendiince officers, when necessary to 
employ them. 

XXXVII. 

Committee on Audits. 
Section 1. The Committee on Audits shall examine 
all miscellaneous warrants and the vouchers for the same, 
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and shall certify, by initials of the Chairman, or in some 
other manner, on each of said warrants and vouchers, that 
the warrant has been properly authorized. 

Sec. 2. The Committee shall have the supervision of 
all w^arrants, the payment of w' hich is suspended or delayed ; 
and shall make a report to the Board, at least semi-annually, 
of all such suspended or delayed warrants, stating the cause 
of each suspension or delay. 

XXXVIII: 

Reports of Committees. 

Section 1. Unless otherwise ordered all Committees 
shall report at the next stated meeting upon all matters 
referred to them by the Board. 

XXXIX. 

Minute Books of Committees. 

Section 1. The minute books of the several Com- 
mittees shall be deposited in the office of the Board, 
subject to the inspection of any member. 

, XL. 

Approval of Bills by Committees. 

Section 1. Every Committee charged with the ap- 
proval of any bill or account shall have a separate stamp, 
whereon shall be cut the title of the Committee. No bill 
shall be considered as approved by a Committee unless the 
same shall have been stamped by direction of the Com- 
mittee, and the signature of the Chairman appear thereon. 
The Chairman of the Committee on Accounts may stamp 
his name on bills approved by the Committee. 
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XLI. 

Suspeiision of By-Laws. 

Section 1. Any By-Law, other than the By-Law which 
is entitled "Amendments," may be suspended at any stated 
meeting of the Board by a two-thirds vote of the whole 
number of members. 

XLIL 

Avfiendmenis, 

Section 1. No amendment, alteration, or addition, 
shall be made to the By-Laws unless proposed at a stated 
meeting of the Board, and referred to the Committee on 
By-Laws and Rules to report thereon at the next stated 
meeting. A vote of two-thirds of the whole number of 
members of the Board in favor thereof shall be required 
to adopt such amendment, alteration, or addition.

I. 

Office Hours, 

Section 1. Tlie office of the Board shall be kept open 
(between the hours of 9 A. M. and 3 P. M. 

n. 

Communicatirms. 

Section 1. All communications to the Board shall be 
referred by the President to the appropriate Committees, 
unless otherwise ordered. 

III. 

Contracts. 

Section 1. All contracts of the Board shall be 
deposited with the Secretary. 

Sec 2. Sectional Boards shall not make any contract 
beyond the sum of one hundred dollars. 

IV. 

Bills. 

Section 1. Sectional Boards shall forward all bills 
passed by them, and a schedule thereof, to the Board at 
least ten days prior to a stated meeting. The bills shall 
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be endorsed with the number of the Section, the name of 
the person or firm, for what account, and the amount, and 
be approved by at least two members of the Committee on 
Accounts of the Sectional Board. 

Sec. 2. All bills from Committees shall be presented 
to the Secretary at least five days prior to the meeting of 
the Board. 

V. 

School Sessions. 

Section 1. The session of the higher schools shall 
open at 9 A. M. and close not earlier than 2 P. M. 

Sec. 2. Morning and afternoon sessions shall be held in 
all schools containing grammar, secondary or primary 
grades, with fifteen minutes^ recess each session ; the niorniug 
session to commence at 9 A. M. and close at 12 M., and 
the afternoon session to commence at 2 P. M. and close at 
4 P. M., except that from the 15th (inclusive) of June to the 
commencement of the summer vacation, and from the 
reopening of the schools to the 15th (inclusive) of September 
there shall be one session only, from 9 A. M. to 12 M., 
with fifteen minutes' recess, and that during the months of 
November, December, January, February and March, the 
afternoon session shall be from 1.30 P M. to 3.30 P. M. 

Sec 3. When it shall be found necessary, by reason 
of stormy weather, to hold one session, the same shall be; 
for primary grades, from 9 A. M. to 12 M., and for Sec- 
ondary and grammar grades, from 9 A. M. to 1 P. M., with 
fifteen minutes of recess. The Superintendent shall, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Committee on Grammar, Sec- 
ondary and Primary Schools, give such directions to Prin- 
cipals as shall govern the holding of such one session. 

Sec. 4. The teachers shall be in their respective class 
rooms at least fifteen minutes prior to the hours at which 
the morning and afternoon sessions commence, and shall 
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write his or her name, and time of arrival at school, each 
session, in a book kept for that purpose. 

Sec. 5. The sessions of morning Kindergartens shall 
be from 9 A. M. to 12 M., and of the afternoon Kinder- 
gartens from 1 to 4 P. M. 

In Kindergartens established prior to March, 1896, 
having both morning and afternoon sessions, the sessions 
shall be from 9 A. M. to 12 M., and from 2 to 4 P. M. 

Sec. 6. No Kindergarten with botli morning and 
afternoon sessions shall be hereafter established, and no 
person shall be eligible to teach in a morning Kindergar- 
ten, holding session from 9 A. M. to 12 M., and also in an 
afternoon Kindergarten, holding session from 1 to 4 P. M. 

VI. 

Opening Exercises. 

Section 1. At the opening of each session of the 
schools, at least ten verses of the Bible shall be read, 
without note or comment, to the pupils by the Principal ; 
or, in his or her absence, by one of the assistants. A 
suitable hymn may also be sung. 

VII. 

Janitors. 

Section 1. Janitors who receive a salary of not less 
than $400.00 per year, shall be required to be in attendance 
during the school sessions; and no janitor shall receive com- 
pensation for more than one building, unless otherwise 
directed by the Committee on Grammar, Secondary and 
Primary Schools. They shall have the school gates open 
at least thirty minutes, and the school-house open at least 
twenty minutes, before the time fixed for opening the 
schools, and pupils shall be allowed to enter the yard and 
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school at said times, and in stormy weather to enter the 
building as soon as the gates are open. 

VIII. 

Admission of Pupils. 

Section 1. All applications for the admission of pupils 
to any school, excepting such schools as are under the 
exclusive charge of the Board, shall be made, to the 
Principal of the school, and no such application shall 
be refused, except for either of the following reasons:— 

a. That the child is less than six years of age, unless 
the application be for admission to a Kindergarten, and 
then to be not less than four years of age and under six. 

6. That the child is not domiciled in the City of 
Philadelphia. 

c. That the child does not produce the certificate (re- 
quired by the Rule entitled "Vaccination"), of successfiil 
vaccination, or of having had the small-pox. 

rf. That the division or grade which the child is 
qualified to enter is already so filled as to render it im- 
practicable to receive any additional pupils. 

e. That the child is not provided with a transfer in 
cases required by Rule of the Board. 

/. No pupil in good standing in any school shall be 
refused a transfer to a school of the same grade which is 
nearer to the residence of such pupil. 

IX. 

Regisier of Pupils^ and Reports. 
Section 1. Principals of schools shall keep a register 
of the age, full name, date of admission and place of birth 
of each pupil, and the full name, residence and occupation 
of his or her parent or guardian. 
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Sec. 2. Principals of schools shall keep a daily record 
of the number of pupils actually present, and the number 
absent on account of sickness. 

Sec. 3. When a pupil has left school permanently, or 
has been absent for more than one month, or has been 
suspended for a period exceeding one month, such pupil's 
name shall be taken from the register of pupils belonging 
to the school. 

Sec. 4. Principals of schools shall make a monthly 
report to the Board, to be forwarded to the Superintendent 
within two days after the end of the month, containing 
such, statistics and other information as the Committee on 
Grammar, Secondary and Primary Schools may require. 
The school month shall begin and end with the calendar 
month. 

Sec 5. Principals of schools shall forward the annual 
report to the Superintendent one week prior to the Ist of 
January. 

X. 

Pay -Roll. 

Section 1. On the last school day of each month, the 
Principal of each school shall forward to the Secretary of 
the Board a pay-roll, certified by him or her, stating the 
name of each teacher, the grade or grades taught by him 
or her, the annual and monthly (one-tenth of the annual) 
salary of each teacher, and the name of janitor and his or 
her annual and monthly (one-twelfth of the annual) salary. 
The death, resignation or absence of a teacher, and the 
time thereof, the name of the substitute, and time of ser- 
vice of such substitute, shall be stated, and deduction made 
from the monthly pay of the absent teacher. If a teacher 
shall have been transferred to another school during the 
month, that fact, together with the date of the transfer 
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and the name of the school to which transferred, shall be 
stated. 

XI. 

Section 1. All supplies of books and stationery shall 
be obtained by a requisition upon the Board, signed by the 
Principal of the school, and attested by one of the Visit- 
ing Committee of the Sectional Board. 

Sec 2. No book shall be used in the schools as a text- 
book unless authorized by the Board. 

No pupil shall be requested or required to purchase 
any book, except to replace a lost or damaged book. 

No teacher shall be permitted to sell to the pupils any 
supplies received from the Board. 

Sec 3. Before books are supplied to the schools they 
shall be stamped in several places, as follows:, "The 
Property of the Board of Public Education of the First 
School District of Pennsylvania." 

xn. 

Promotions in Graded Schools. 

Section 1. Promotions from the primary to the second- 
ary, and from the secondary to the grammar schools, shall 
be made semi-annually. Such promotions shall be subject to 
the direction of the Superintendent, except that the 
promotions from the B to the A classes of the grammar 
grades shall be under the direction of the Principals 
of the schools containing grammar grades. All promotions 
from the primary to the secondary schools shall be made 
on the averages obtained at the semi-annual examinations. 
Promotion, however, from one grade of any school to a 
higher grade of the same school may be made whenever, 
in the judgment of the Principal, the progress of the pupil 
may require it. 
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Sec. 2. All examinations, as far as practicable, shall 
be in writing, and shall occur in the months of June and 
January. 

Sec 3. Promotions from the Kindergartens to the 
primary schools shall be made upon the certificate of 
qualification by the Superintendent at the end of the term 
in which the child arrives at the age of six years. 

XIII. 

Average Attendance. 

Section 1. The average attendance in a school for the 
month shall be not less than forty pupils to each teacher, 
except as follows : — 

(a). In primary schools of not more than three divis- 
ions, located in a building not having any other primary 
school, thirty pupils to each teacher. 

(6). In consolidated schools of not more than two 
divisions, thirtj' pupils to each teacher. 

(c). In kindergartens, twenty-five pupils to each 
teacher. 

Sec. 2. Whenever a school is overcrowded, and there 
is no room in which an additional division can be placed, 
the Committee on Grammar, Secondary and Primary 
Schools may authorize a separation of the pupils belonging 
to any grade into two classes, each of which shall attend but 
one daily session of not less than four hours, morning or 
afternoon. Such separation shall continue until otherwise 
ordered by the Committee. 

XIV. 

Dropping of Dicisions. 

Section 1. When the average attendance in a school 
is less than that fix^d by rule of the Board, the dropping 
•of a division or divisions mav be recommended to the 
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Board by the Committee on Grammar, Secondar}- ami 
Primary Schools. 

XV. 

Organization of Schools Under a Supervising PrincipaL 

Section 1. One or more schools in the same building^ 
may be organized under one Principal,- to be known c^s a 
Supervising Principal, whenever, in the judgment of the 
Board of Public Education, such organization shall be 
deemed advisable ; Piwidedy That a Supervising Principal 
shall not be appointed in any building unless all the schools 
and divisions in said building are reorganized as one school 
and placed under his or her direction ; And provided, fur- 
iheVy That no building containing primary or secondary 
schools, or both, shall be placed under a Supervising Prin- 
cipal where there would be less than ten divisions in the 
school so organized; and that no building containing a 
grammar school or grammar schools only, or secondary or 
primary schools, or both, in addition to a grammar school 
or grammar schools, shall be placed under a Supervising 
Principal where there w^ould be less than twelve divisions. 

Sec. 2. The Supervising Principal shall acquaint him- 
self or herself with the Rules of the Board, be held respon- 
sible for the general management and discipline of the 
school under his or her charge, shall visit daily the 
several divisions of the school, advise with and counsel the 
teachers as to the proper classification of pupils, methods of 
instruction and enforcement of discipline, see that the 
" Graded Course of Study " is faithfully carried out, and 
conduct the examination of the pupils in his or her school 
for promotion from grade to grade. 

Sec. 3. Following upon such organization, the Com- 
mittee on Grammar, Secondary and Primary Schools may 
recommend, for the consideration of the Board, the pay- 
ment of such salaries to the Principals tmd First Assistants 
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of the schools embraced in the combination forming 
the new school as, irrespective of the general schedule of 
salaries, may be deemed just, such salaries to continue so 
long as thev remain as teachers in such school, or until 
changed by the Board. 



XVI. 

Promotions to Higher Schools. 

Section 1. Pupils in any of the schools having all 
the grammar grades may attend the examination for pro- 
motion to the respective higher schools, held at the close 
of the June term, provided their names appear upon a 
certificate, signed by the Principal of the school from 
which they are sent, stating that they have been pupils in 
the twelfth grade for not less than five months immediately 
preceding the date of the certificate, that they have com- 
pleted the course of study in that grade, and that, in the 
judgment of the Principal, they are qualified for promo- 
tion to the higher school. 

Sec 2. The examination shall be under the direction 
of the Superintendent, who shall be assisted by such Prin- 
cipals and other teachers as may be designated by him. 

Sec. 3. The examination shall be in the following 
branches : — 

Reading, 

Spelling, 

Writing, 

Language, 

Arithmetic, 

Geography, 

United States History and Civil Government, 

Science Lessons, 

Drawins^. 
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Sec. 4. A niiDimum average of 50 per cent, shall be 
required in Reading, Language and Arithmetic, and a 
general average of 70 per cent, in all the branches. 

Sec. 5. Private schools located within the cityhmits, 
and of equal grade with the grammar course in the public 
schools of this District, shall be permitted to send pupils 
who are domiciled in the City of Philadelphia, to attend 
the ?,nnual examination for admission to the Central High 
School^ High School for Girls, and Manual Training 
Schools, upon a certificate signed by the Principal of the 
respective schools which said pupils have been attending, 
and said pupils shall, if they satisfactorily pass the exaraina- 
tion, be admitted, provided their admission shall not be to 
the exclusion of properly-qualified pupils of the public 
schools. 

Sec. 6. If, after the conclusion of the examination for 
promotion and prior to the opening of the schools in 
September, application for admission to any of the higher 
schools shall be made by boys or girls who were not 
domiciled in this city at the time of the examination, or 
who were prevented from taking or completing that exam- 
ination on account of personal illness or death in their 
immediate families (which fact shall be certified by the 
attending physician), or for any other equally conclusive 
reason, such application shall be placed in the hands of 
the Superintendent of Schools, who shall submit the same, 
with all necessary information, to a committee consisting 
of the President of the Board and the Chairmen of the 
respective Committees on the higher schools. If said 
Committee shall be satisfied that such applications are 
made in good faith and are not evasions of the provisions 
of Section 1 of this Rule, it may direct the Superintendent 
to examine each applicant for the purpose of determining 
his or her qualification for admission to the school and 
•class which he or she desires to enter. Applicants for 
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admission to the lowest class in any of said schools shall 
be examined upon the branches named in Section 3. The 
examination of applicants for admission to higher classes 
in any of said school's shall be such as will thoroughly test 
their qualification for admission to such classes. 

The Superintendent shall report to tlie Board the 
names and averages of all of such applicants as shall have 
passed such examination with averages not less than those 
stated in Section 4. The Board shall then take action in 
its discretion on the said report. 

XVII. 

Graduation from High School for Girls. 

Section 1. No pupil of the High School for Girls shall 
be permitted to graduate unless she shall have received 
at the examination for graduation a general average of 
not less than 70 per cent. 

XVIII. 

Admission to Philadelphia JS'ormal School for Girls. 

Section 1. All graduates of the High School for Girls, 
who shall have completed either the General or the Clas- 
sical Course of Study therein, shall, upon a certificate from 
the Committee of the School, attested by the Principal 
thereof, be entitled to admission to the Philadelphia Normal 
School for Girls. Said certificate shall state that the 
graduates named therein have completed one of said courses 
of study, and that each of them has received at the exami- 
nation for graduation a general average of not less than 
70 per cent. 

XIX. 

School of Pedagogy. 

Section 1. All graduates of the School of Pedagogy 
with a general average of not less than 85 per cent., and 
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an average of not less than 60 per cent, in any subject, at 
the final examination, shall be entitled to a Trial Colle- 
giate Certificate. 

XX. 

School of Industrial Art. 

Section 1. Admissions to the School of Industrial Art 
shall be limited to the pupils of the grades designated 
by the Board on the reconimendation of the Committee 
on Grammar, Secondary and Primary Schools. 

Sec 2. Applications for admission shall be registered 
with the Principal of said school, and admissions shall be 
made as vacancies occur. Pupils who attended the school 
the previous term shall be entitled to re-enrollment before 
new admissions are niade, and the names of other appli- 
cants must be sent to the Principal by the Principals of 
the schools on or before the second Monday of the term. 

Sec. 3. Pupils shall be admitted only upon the writ- 
ten application of their parents or guardians, and a cer- 
tificate from the Principal of the school to which the 
pupils belong. 

Sec. 4. In admitting pupils the quota shall be fixed 
by the Committee on Grammar, Secondary and Primary 
Schools, and applicants shall be admitted from each school 
In the order of their standing in drawing. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the Principal to keep 
the Principals of the schools to which the pupils respect- 
ively belong, regularly informed of their attendance at the 
School of Industrial Art, and absence therefrom shall be 
charged against the pupils in accordance with the rules ot 
the school to which they belong. 

Sec 6. Pupils who shall be absent two consecutive 
sessions, or three sessions in any one month, unless the 
absence is satisfactorily accounted for by their parents or 
guardians, shall forfeit their seats in the school. It shall 
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be the duty of the Principal to notify the Principal of the 
school to which the pupils belong that their names have 
been stricken from the roll. 

Sec. 7. Certificates shall be granted by the Board to 
pupils who finish the whole course of study and execute an 
original design in clay, wood or metal to the satisfaction of 
the Committee. 

XXI. 

Time of Commencement Exercises, 

Section 1. The commencement exercises of the Cen- 
tral High School, the High School for Girls and the Manual 
Training Schools, shall be held during the month of June. 

XXII. 

tiiudies. 

Section 1. The *' Graded Course of Study," for gram- 
mar, secondary and primary schools, and the regulations 
in connection therewith, shall constitute part of the Rules 
of the Board. The studies in the consolidated schools may 
include all that pertain to the several grades. 

XXIII. 

Closing of Schools, 

Section 1. The schools shall be closed as follows: 
From July 1st to September 7th, both dates inclusive; 
from December 25th to January 1st, both dates inclusive, 
arnl on Washington's Birthday, on Good Friday and 
Easter Monday, and on National and State Thanksgiving 
and Fast Days. 

Sec 2. The schools may be closed at such other times 
as the Board or the Committee on Office may deem 
advisable. 
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Sec. 3. Whenever a Sectional Board, or the Visiting 
Committee of a school, shall deem it advisable to close a 
school or the schools of a Section, at a time or for a 
purpose not expressly authorized, a written communica- 
tion shall be addressed to the Committee on Office of the 
Board, stating the reason or reasons for advising such 
closing, and the particular days, day, or part of a day, 
on which it i^ recommended that such school or schooU 
shall be closed. 

The Committee shall consider all such communica- 
tions, and shall have power to authorize such closing upon 
such occasions and for such length of time as it may con- 
sider proper. 

The Commitee shall keep a record of all such com- 
munications and of its action thereon. Notice of such 
action, whether it be an approval, disapproval or modified 
approval of the recommendation, shall be sent to the 
Sectional Board or Visiting Committee. 

Sec. 4. When, by Reason of an extraordinary emer- 
gency, it shall be necessary to close a school without first 
obtaining the approval of the Committee on Office, such 
closing shall be immediately reported to said Committee 
and shall be subject to its action. 

Sec. 5. The Principal of each school shall specify, 
in the monthly report, each day or part of day, other 
than the holidays expressly authorized by the Rules 
of the Board, upon which his or her school was 
closed, and state the reason for such closing; also the 
days on which a single session was held owing lo storniy 
weather. 

Sec. 6. A proportionate deduction shall be made bv 
the Committee on Accounts from the salaries of the Priii- 
cijjal and Assistants of any school which shall have been 
closed contrary to this Kule. 
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XXIV. 

Vaccination. 

Section 1. No child shall be admitted to, or continued 
as a pupil in, any of the public schools of this District, 
without a certificHte signed by a physician setting forth 
that such child has been successfully vaccinated, or that it 
has previously had small-pox. 

The Principal of each school shall note, on the register 
of pupils of the school, opposite the name of each pupil, 
the fact of such certificate. 

Such certificate shall be kept on file by the Principal, 
and shall be given to the pupil when transferred or pro- 
moted to another school, for presentation to, and filing 
by, the Principal of such other school. 

Sec 2. It shall be the duty of the Principals to report 
quarterly to the Superintendent the number of non-vacci- 
nated children applying for admission to their respective 
schools. 

Sec. 3. When small-pox, varioloid, scarlet fever, diph- 
theria, whooping cough, or measles shall exist in the family 
of any pupil, such pupil shall not be permitted to attend 
school until he or she shall present the certificate of a phy- 
sician stating that all liability to contract disease by con- 
tact with the members of the family has passed away. 

XXV. 

Report of Eleclion of Teachers, 

Section 1. Every teacher elected by a Sectional 
Bqard, or whose salary is increased or diminished by 
change of position, before entering upon the duties of the 
position to which he or she may have. been elected, shall 
register his or her name in the oflice of the Board, with 
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the date of certificate of qualification, position last held, 
and also that to which elected or changed. 



XXVI. 

Sfiks to Teachers or Pupils and Taking of Pictures, 

Section 1. Agents, or other persons, shall not be per- 
mitted to visit teachers at the schools for the purpose of 
influencing the purchase, order, or use, of books, or sup- 
plies, or for the purpose of taking a picture of building or 
pupils. 

Sec 2. Tickets shall not be sold to, or money collected 
from, pupils, by teachers or other persons, for any purpose 
whatever. 

XXVII. 

Use of School Buildings. 

Section 1. None of the school buildings shall be used 
for any other than public School purposes. 

XXVIII. 

Absence of Teachers. 

Section 1. Whenever a Supervising Principal, Princi- 
pal or teacher shall be absent from regular school duties 
a substitute shall be procured, and there shall be deducted 
from the salary of the absentee one-three-hundredths part 
of the annual salary for each day's absence, and auy 
absence shall be counted not less than one-half dav: 
Provided^ however ^ That if the absence is caused by per- 
sonal illness of the absentee, death in bis or her immedi- 
ate family, or such illness of a member of his or her 
immediate family as may require his or her absence from 
school, one-four-hundredths part of said annual salary 
shall be deducted ; And j>rovided furthei\ That if the 
absence shall be caused by the death of a member of the 
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immediate family of the absentee, and this fact shall be 
duly certified by the physician in attendance during the 
last illness of the decedent, the Board may, by a majority 
vote, upon the recommendation of not less than two-thirds 
of the members of the Committee on Grammar, Secondary 
and Primary Schools, relieve such absentee from any loss 
of salary on account of said absence. In such case, how- 
ever, the absence shall not in any event exceed four days, 
including Saturday and Sunday, if those days intervene 
between the death and funeral. 

Sec. 2. Whenever the President or Principal of, or any 
Professor or teacher in, the Philadelphia Normal School 
for Girls, Central High School, High School for Girls, either 
of the Manual Training Schools, or the James Forten 
Elementary Manual Training School, shall be absent from 
regular school duty and on school business, by direction 
or leave of its Committee, no deduction for such absence 
shall be made from the salary of the absentee. For all 
other absences, where no substitute has taken the place 
of the absentee, deductions shall be made in the manner 
above provided. Where a substitute, other than a member 
of the Faculty of the school, has taken the place of the 
iibsentee, the compensation paid, or to be paid, such sub- 
•stitute, shall be stated in the pay-roll, and the deduction, 
if any, made from the pay of the absentee, shall be the 
difference, if any, between the amount to be deducted for 
absence and the amount paid, or to be paid, the substitute. 

XXIX. 

Substitute Teachers. 

Section 1. All persons who hold certificates of qualifi- 
•cation to teach in the schools of this District, and who 
desire to serve as substitute teachers therein, are invited 
to register their names and residences at the office of the 
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Board, stating the character of certificates held, and the 
extent and kind of teaching experience acquired. 

Sec. 2. Fronn this list a certain nun^ber of substitute 
teachers may be selected by the Board of Public Education^ 
through the Committee on Grammar, Secondary and 
Primary Schools, and be required to report for duty at 
certain school buildings, designated by the Committee on 
Grammar, Secondary and Primary Schools, at a quarter 
before nine o'clock each morning. 

Sec 3. Any substitute employed in accordance with the 
provisions of this Kule shall receive for each day's service 
in Kindergartens, $1.00 ; in primary and secondary 
grades, $1.50, and in a grammar grade, $1.75. Any 
designated substitute, who reports at the appointed centre 
and remains there until 10 o'clock without being called 
upon to take the place of an absent teacher, shall receive 
the sum of 50 cents. 

Sec 4. The service of a substitute shall be reported by 
the Principal of the school in the same manner as the 
service of the regular teacher is now reported. 

Sec. 5. The presence of a substitute, not employed, 
at the designated centres for the time specified, shall be 
certified to by the Principal of the school at which they 
meet on the salary certificate and on the monthly report 
to the Superintendent of Schools. 

Sec 6. The salary compensation of a substitute, as 
above provided for, shall be paid by warrant regularly 
drawn in the same manner as the salary of the regular 
teacher; no employed substitute shall receive less than a 
half day's pay. 

XXX. 

Leave of Absence. 

Section 1. Leave of absence exceeding five days shall 
not be granted to a teacher except for personal illness of the 
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teacher, death in his or her immediate family, or such ill- 
ness of a member of his or her family as may require his 
or her absence from school. In no case shall a leave of 
absence exceeding one month in time be granted, but such 
leave n»ay be, from time to time extended for a like period, if 
the reason therefor shall, within the rule, continue to exist. 
A teacher who may desire leave of absence for a period 
exceeding five days shall apply therefor, in writing, to the 
Secti<»nal Board, or to the Committee in charge of the school 
at whicl* the applicant is employed. If the desired permis- 
sion be granted by the Sectional Board or Committee, the 
application, with such recommendation as the Sectional 
Board or Committee may see proper to make thereon, amda 
physiciatCs ctrtificate when leave of absence is requested on account 
of sickness, shall be forwarded to the Superintendent, 
«nd if approved by him, the leave of absence shall be 
granted. A renewal of application xchich, if granted, would 
extend the time of absence beyond a period <f three months 
must be submitted by the Superintendent to the Committee oi 
Grammar, Secondary and Primary Schools, and such applica- 
tion shall not be granted unless approved by a majority vote of 
ike whole number of members of the Committee. 

Sec. 2. Occasional leave of absence for not over one- 
half day, for school purposes, may be granted by the Super- 
intendent on application. Leave of absence for a longer 
time for a similar purpose may be granted by the Com- 
mittee on Grammar, Secondary and Primary Schools, on 
the recommendation of the Superintendent. Where such 
leave of absence shall be granted, there shall be no deduc- 
tion from salary. 

XXXI. 

Titles of Schools. 

Section 1. The public schools of this District, with the 
exception of the higher schools under the immediate and 
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sole charge and direction of the Board, shall be graded, 
classified and designated in the manner following, viz.: — 

(a). Boys' Grammar School. Such a school shall have 
as its pupils boys, only, who are pursuing the studies of 
the grammar grades. 

(6). Girls* Grammar School. Such a school shall have 
as its pupils girls, only, who are pursuing the studies of 
the grammar grades. 

((?). Mixed Grammar School. Such a school shall have 
as its pupils both boys and girls w^ho are pursuing the 
studies of the grammar grade! 

(rf). Consolidated School. Such a school shall have 
as its pupils both boys and girls who are pursuing the 
studies of any or all of the grades. 

(e). Boys' Secondary School. Such a school shall have 
as its pupils boys, only, who are pursuing the studies of 
the secondary grades. 

(/). Girls' Secondary School. Such a school shall 
have as its pupils girls, only, who are pursuing the studies 
of the secondary grades. 

{g). Boys' and Girls' Secondary School. Such a school 
shall have as its pupils both boys and girls who are pur- 
suing the studies of the secondary grades. 

(h). Secondary School, of higher grade. Such a school 
shall have as its pupils boys or e^irls, only, or both boys 
and girls, who are pursuing the studies of the secondary 
grades, and any or all of the four next higher grades. 

(i). Secondary and Primary School, of higher grade. 
Such a school shall have as its pupils boys or girls, only, or 
both boys and girls, who are pursuing the studies of the 
primary and secondary grades, and any or all of the next 
four higher grades. 

{k). Boys' Primary School. Such a school shall have 
as its pupils boys, only, who are pursuing the studies ot 
the primary grades. 
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(/)• Girls' Primary School. Such a school shall have 
as its pupils girls, only, who are pursuing the studies of 
the primary grades. 

(m). Boys' and Girls' Primary School. Such a school 
shall have as its pupils both boys and girls who are pursu- 
ing the studies of the primary grades. 

(w). Primary School, of higher grade. Such a school 
rihall have as its pupils boys, or girls, only, or both boys 
and girls, who are pursuing the studies of the primary 
grades, and any or all of the next four higher grades. 

(o). Secondary and Primary School. Such a school 
shall have as its pupils boys, or girls, only, or both boys 
and girls, who are pursuing the studies of the primary and 
secondary grades. 

(p). Combined School. A combination, under the 
charge of a Supervising Principal, of any two or more of 
the schools above named, excepting Consolidated Schools. 

(q). The grade, classification and designation of each 
BcViool shall be fixed by the Board on the recommendation 
of the Committee on Grammar, Secondary and Primary 
Schools. 

XXXII. 

Schedules of Salaries in the several Schools and Department of 

Superintendence, 

The salaries paid to teachers (not including teachers in 
the higher schools) shall be apportioned upon the basis of 
their teaching experience and efliciency. For the purpose 
of this apportionment, they shall be classified as follows: — 

Teachers who have actually taught five years, and over. 

Teachers who have actually taught four years, and less 
than five. 

Teachers who have actually taught three years, and 
less than four. 
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Teachers who have actually taught two years, and less 
than three. 

Teachers who have actually taught one year, and less 
than two years. 

Teachers who have actually taught less than one year. 

To the class of teachers' last above named, there shall 
be paid a salary of four hundred and seventy dollars. To 
this salary shall be added the sum of thirty dollars to con- 
stitute the salary of the next class, and so on, adding 
continually thirty dollars to the salary of each class in 
order to fix the salary of the next higher class. 

In ascertaining the amount of teaching experience of 
any person who may be elected a teacher, service in public 
kindergartens, public institutions of this city, public 
schools of other cities or school districts, and in private 
schools, shall be computed : Provided^ That such service 
be approved by the Committee on Grammar, Secondary 
and Primary Schools. 

Proper proof of such service shall consist of the cer- 
tificate of the Superintendent or Directors of such city or 
district, attesting the fact of creditable service by the teacher 
during the time mentioned in the certificate. 

The Committee on Grammar, Secondary and Primary 
Schools shall determine from the records of the Board the 
grade of salary which a teacher is entitled to receive. 

All teachers who shall have been elected to position, 
dating prior to July 1st of any year, and who shall have 
been in actual service and confirmed in such position, shall 
be classed as being entitled to the next higher grade ot 
salary on and after January 1st of the next ensuing year. 

Supervising Principals, Principals and certain Assist- 
antQ shall receive additional compensation, as follows :— 

The Supervising Principal of a school containing 
primary grades only, or secondary grades only, shall be 
paid two hundred and fifty dollars, annually, in addition 
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to the corapensation which he or she would be entitled to 
receive, under the provisions of this schedule, as Principal 
of a Primary School or of a Secondary School. 

The Supervising Principal of a Combined School con- 
taining secondary and primary grades, or of a Combined 
School containing higher grade secondary and primary 
grades, shall be paid two hundred and fifty dollars, 
annually, in addition to the corapensation which he or she 
would be entitled to receive, under the provisions of this 
schedule, as' Principal of a Secondary School or of a 
higher grade Secondary School. 

Every other Supervising Principal shall be paid two 
hundred dollars, annually, in addition to the compensation 
which he or she would be entitled to receive, under the 
provisions of this schedule, as Principal of the single 
school, or of the highest grade of school embraced in the 
combination under his or her charge.
